Have you registered to vote? 

The coming general election can affect your health, i 
your freedom, and your right to privacy. As a free citizen, ! 
election time provides you an opportunity to reward your | 
friends and devastate your enemies. 

But time is rapidly running out. Voter 
registration deadline is this Tuesday, 

October 11. 

It’s easy to register, at the office of a 
county registrar of voters, or at many 
street and public locations such as the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. 

To be eligible to register to vote a per¬ 
son must be a citizen of the United Sates, 
a resident of California, at least 18 years 
of age on the date of the next election, 
and not in prison or on parole for the conviction of a felony. 

If you have moved recently, you are supposed to re-reg¬ 
ister. 

The general election on Tuesday, November 8 in 
California will be of paramount importance to gays and 
lesbians, and a strong turnout is essential. A light voter 
turnout historically benefits Republicans and right wing 
causes. You must register to vote now if you are going to 
count as a citizen. 

Alameda County: Register to vote at the office of 
the Registrar of Voters located in basement of Alameda 
County Courthouse, at 1225 Fallon Street, Oakland. Office 
hours 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through Friday. Will be 
open until 8 p.m. on Tuesday, October 11 for last minute 
registrants. Voter registration forms also available at many 
public locations throughout Alameda County including 
post offices, libraries and Department of Motor Vehicle 
offices. For information call ( 510 ) 272 - 6933 . 

Contra Costa County: Flection officials say you’ve 
had plenty of time and plenty of warning so they won’t be 
open late to accommodate those who haven’t yet gotten off 
their duffs. However, you can register by mail as long as 
the form is executed on October 11 or before and received 
by October 14. In Contra Costa County you can register at 
any public library or fire station, and registration forms are 
available at the Department of Motor Vehicles. Or go 
directly to the registrar of voters at 524 Main Street in 
Martinez. For information call ( 510 ) 646 - 4166 . 

Marin County: Registrations are pouring in now, but 
it points only to a medium turnout in this important elec¬ 
tion year, a Marin County election official told the B.A.R. 

In Marin, voter registration forms are available at any fire 
station, post office, city hall, library, or DMV. They are 
ready to mail, postage paid, but officials say you had bet¬ 
ter get it mailed by the 11th at the latest. If you have fur¬ 
ther questions, contact the Marin Registrar of Voters in 
Room 152 at the Marin Civic Center in San Rafael or call 
( 415 ) 499 - 6456 . 

San Francisco County: “It’s always heavy to me,” 
said an election official, when asked about the number of 
registrations received this year. Again, registration forms 
are available in the city at all public libraries, and the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. Many activists and some 
people who are paid by the signature have been actively 
signing up voters at key intersections such as Polk and 
California or Market and Castro. If you have the form, date 
it and mail it in October 11 or sooner. If the registrar of vot¬ 
ers gets it by Friday, October 14, you can vote on November 
8. No late registration hours on October 11. For more infor¬ 
mation contact the Registrar of Voters, San Francisco City 
Hall, Room 158 or phone ( 415 ) 554 - 4375 . 

Sonoma County: Important Congressional races in 
the northern part of the state may determine control of the 
U.S. House and U.S. Senate in the years ahead. Officials in 
the Registrar of Voters office in Santa Rosa say the regis¬ 
tration to date has been heavy. Registration forms are avail¬ 
able at DMV, post offices, libraries and fire stations. They 
must be dated and mailed by October 11. Or you can go 
directly to the Registrar of Voters in Santa Rosa at 435 
Fiscal Drive. Phone ( 707 ) 527 - 1800 . ▼

Sexual Harassment Suit Filed 
By Gay Man Against Gay Man

A San Francisco gay man 
filed suit in Superior Court this 
week, charging that he was sex¬ 
ually harassed by a male super¬ 
visor for months and fired earli¬ 
er this year in retaliation for 
complaining about the harass¬ 
ment. 

John Carter, the former 
building manager of the 
Victoria Mews Homeowners 
Association, a condominium 
complex on Carolina Street on 
Potrero Hill, charges that he 
was repeatedly solicited for sex 
over a nine-month period by a 
member of the group’s board of 
directors, and said that he was 
fired on a pretext of insubordi¬ 
nation in April 1994 in retalia¬ 
tion for the complaints. 

Carter had worked for the 
VMHA since 1991 until he was 
terminated, according to attor¬ 
ney Michael Adams of Steel, 
Clarence and Buckley. 

“Sexual harassment is sexual 
harassment, whether it is a man 


harassing a woman or a man 
harassing a man. Sexual harass¬ 
ment exists in both the straight 
and gay communities, and it is 
time we recognized the harm 
caused by it and addressed it,” 
Adams told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The harassment created a hos¬ 
tile work environment, Adams 
claims, and Carter was so dis¬ 
tressed by the harassment that he 
took a four-month psychological 
and emotional stress leave. 

“We can absolutely prove 
that he was fired in retaliation, 
that he was driven out of his job. 
He ended up taking stress leave 
and receiving treatment. This is 
pretty egregious stuff,” said 
Carter’s co-counsel Nanci 
Clarence. 

Clarence told the B.A.R. that 
Carter had been well liked by 
other board members and resi¬ 
dents, but said the harassment 
and the retaliation Carter suf¬ 
fered made his life “a living 
hell.” 

Clarence said that Carter was 


fired for supposed “insubordi¬ 
nation” after he returned from 
disability leave. 

According to the suit, the 
VMHA board member continu¬ 
ally told Carter in graphic detail 
about his sexual practices and 
offered Carter money if he 
would strip for him and his 
friends. 

The retaliation by the board 
member allegedly began after 
Carter complained. 

In addition to punitive dam¬ 
ages for pain and suffering 
caused by the harassment. 
Carter also seeks financial com¬ 
pensation for wages lost 
because he was wrongfully ter¬ 
minated, Clarence said. 

Clarence said that the law¬ 
suit was filed after “serious dis¬ 
cussions” concerning an out-of- 
court settlement about the dis¬ 
pute failed. 

Attorney John Baum of 
McKenna and Cuneo, which 
represents the Victoria Mews 
Homeowners Association, was 
not available for comment. ▼ 


Pabich To Retire From Politics

Dick Pabich, veteran gay political consultant 
and longtime advisor to Supervisor Carole 
Migden, confirmed this week that will retire from 
politics after the November election because he 
has AIDS. 

“I look forward to having a different kind of 
life and spending my time doing things I want to 
do and not contending with a lot of the negativity 
that politics involves,” Pabich told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“I’m going to just hang out. It’s what I want to 
do,” he said. 

Pabich, 39, learned that he had AIDS in 
August. 

“I’ve been HIV positive as long as they’ve had 
an HIV test,” he said. “I always assumed this 
would happen at some point in my life.” 

In the last year Pabich has watched his t-helper 
cells “drop to the point where I don’t have any 
left” and said that he is comfortable with the deci¬ 
sion to retire. 



“I’m going to go on a disability plan I’ve con¬ 
tributed to over the last few years and try to live a 
less hectic life,” he said. “I’m pretty sure the stress 
of the campaign put me 
over the edge of AIDS.” 

Pabich has been a key 
player in local gay politics 
almost since his arrival in 
San Francisco in 1975. 

“I got involved in poli¬ 
tics by walking into 
Harvey’s camera shop 
when he was running for 
the assembly against Art 
Agnos. I just walked into 
the camera shop to volun¬ 
teer and he put me to 
work,” Pabich recalled. 
Since that time, Pabich

has been involved in every state anti-gay initiative 
on the ballot and managed Harry Britt’s and

Appeals Court Okays 
Tommy Lee’s Golf Club Lawsuit

A California First District 
Court of Appeals decision will 
allow a San Francisco gay bar 
owner to go to trial and try to 
prove discrimination because 
the California Golf Club of San 
Francisco rejected his member¬ 
ship. 

Thomas Sherck, who is 
known by many as “Tommy 
Lee,” said Dennis and Ray 
Youngdahl, his sponsors, with¬ 
drew their support of his mem¬ 
bership application to the exclu¬ 
sive golf club, based in South 
San Francisco, after learning he 
was gay and because the club 
did not allow homosexuals as 
members. His membership was 
denied in August, 1990. 

Sherck has hung in there all 
these years because, he told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “I got treat¬ 
ed like dirt.” He said it was a 
difficult decision for him, but an 
important one. “Now I’m glad 
that I did it,” he told the B. A. R. 

Sherck, who then owned 
Uncle Bert’s Place at 4086 18th 
Street, is now the owner of The 
Cafe, located at 2367 Market. 
The original suit was filed in 
January, 1991, according to 
Sherck’s lawyer, Julian 
Lastowski. 

Sherck sued the golf club and 
his two sponsors under 
California’s Unruh Act, which 
prohibits businesses from dis¬ 
criminating against customers 
on various grounds. State courts 
have ruled that discrimination 
based on sexual orientation is 
banned by law. 

Lastowski said the club was a 
“typical restricted white man’s 
club.” 

The club argued that Sherck 
was rejected only because his 
application was not sponsored 
by two members as elub bylaws 
required. 

The Youngdahls said they 
were not responsible for any 
discrimination by the club and 
also sought dismissal. 

The case was then kicked out 
of court in pre-trial motions, 
Lastowski said. 

San Mateo County Superior 
Court Judge Harlan K. Veal 
agreed with those arguments 
and dismissed the suit. 

During a May 26, 1992 court 
appearance, when Lastowski 
charged that the Youngdahls 
withdrew their sponsorship 
“after the club said they didn’t 
want any homosexuals in the 
club,” Judge Veal responded, 
“So what?” 

At another point, Lastowski 
insisted “that it’s all part of a 
conspiracy to deny a civil right.” 
Veal countered, “Maybe an 
obligation of the club has been 
breached but not the individual. 
If I sponsor you in the 
Diddlewinks Club and I discov¬ 
ered [you’re] a macho stud, I 
don’t want you in the 
Diddlewinks Club, why do I 
owe you a duty to continue 
pushing your application?” 

Lastowski responded, “First 
of all, I don’t know whether a 
macho status is a protected clas¬ 
sification.” 

Although Lastowski’s argu¬ 
ments did _ not find favor with 
Veal, the lawsuit was reinstated 
by the First District Court of 
Appeal in a ruling made public 


September 29. 

The appeals court said the 
club and the Youngdahls had 
chosen not to dispute, at least at 
this point in the case, Sherck’s 
allegations that the club was 
covered by the Unruh Act and 
that the Youngdahls acted on the 
club’s behalf. 

Sherck quoted the club’s 
membership committee as ask¬ 
ing him whether a bar he owned 
was a “straight bar.” 

That evidence, rejected as 
irrelevant by Superior Court 
Judge Veal, is relevant to the 
question of whether Sherck was 
excluded because of his homo¬ 
sexuality, the appeals court said. 

The ruling was issued by 
Presiding Justice J. Clinton 
Peterson and Justices Donald 
King and Zeme Haning. 

The appeals court ruled that

Horizons Awards $25K in 
Grants to Bay Area Gay Groups

San Francisco’s Horizons Foundation - the 
first and oldest community-based lesbian and gay 
grantmaking foundation in the nation - has award¬ 
ed another $25,000 in grants to 21 organizations 
and projects in the Bay Area. 

Doug Braley, the foundation’s executive direc¬ 
tor, said grant checks were distributed at a recep¬ 
tion attended by about 75 organization representa¬ 
tives and foundation donors at the Miyako Hotel 
last month. 

The grants were for $750 up to $2,000, Braley 
told the B.A.R. in a brief interview. 

A $2,000 grant to producers of the documen¬ 
tary I Shall Not Be Removed was made to facilitate 
the completion of the video, on the life of film¬ 
maker Marlon Riggs, Braley said. 

Horizons Foundation was created in 1979, 
began making grants in 1981, and has thus far dis¬ 
tributed more than $500,000 to gay and lesbian 
organizations and projects in the nine counties in 
the Bay Area. Although Horizons was the first of 
its kind, there are now a total of seven gay/lesbian 
grantmaking foundations in the nation. 

Grants have helped some start some leading 
area gay and lesbian groups and AIDS organiza¬ 
tions, such as the San Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
Project Open Hand, and LYRIC (Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Center). 

“The Foundation is honored to provide this 
support to organizations doing vital and cutting- 
edge work,” said Margaret Van Camp, board pres¬ 
ident. ‘The Foundation is able to support impor¬ 
tant projects such as these because of the generous 
annual contributions from our donors, as well as 
bequests from individuals concerned with the 
long-term well-being of our local lesbian and gay 
community.”

Outreach to Elders (GLOE), Godfather Service 
Fund, / Shall Not be Removed Documentary,

Lesbian/Gay Labor Alliance 
Fights To Keep Healthcare Alive

The “Harry and Louise” commercials have had 
their impact, the GOP has blocked and stalled, and 
the Clinton Administration now acknowledges 
that its ambitious healthcare reform plans are dead 
for this congressional session. But just because 
healthcare reform has died in Washington, does 
that mean it is really dead? 

No, says the Lesbian/Gay Labor Alliance, 
which is initial sponsor of a rally for Proposition 
186 - The California Health Security Act, also 
known as the single payer plan - at Harvey Milk 
Plaza, located at Market and Castro, Wednesday, 
October 26, at 5 p.m. 

“Today, faceless insurance bureaucrats are 
determining and denying health care,” a 
Lesbian/Gay Labor Alliance flyer announcing the 
rally says. “Proposition 186 will put health choic¬ 
es, access and alternatives in our hands, with no 
premiums, deductibles or major co-payments.” 

Proposition 186, if approved on the November 
8 ballot, “lets you choose your health delivery, you 
get to choose who your healthcare provider is, and 
you can change,” says Brad Wiedmaier, a member 
of the Lesbian/Gay Labor Alliance task force 
organizing the big rally. 

Wiedmaier told the Bay Area Reporter that 
National Public Radio has reported that big insur¬ 
ance companies and other vested medical interests 
have spent more than $300 million already to 
defeat national healthcare reform - and that more 
than $10 million will be spent in California to 
defeat Proposition 186. 

Not all speakers at the rally have been con¬ 
firmed yet, Wiedmaier said, but major San 
Francisco supervisorial candidates, representa¬ 
tives of the various ethnic communities, and 
healthcare experts will speak. 

Proposition 186 will be of tremendous benefit 
to the lesbian/gay community as well as to persons 
with AIDS, Wiedmaier said. 

Backers of Proposition 186 are up to 38 percent 
in favor, statewide, Wiedmaier indicated, but 
backers are holding their very limited resources 


for a media blitz the week just before the election. 

He said the media bites put out by the insur¬ 
ance companies have been distorting the facts. 

“Hopefully, people will see it’s in their best 
interests to vote for Proposition 186,” Wiedmaier 
said. 

Without passage, he said, “public health hospi¬ 
tals will be in grave danger. Without 186, they are 
history,” he told the B.A.R. in a brief interview. 

Proposition 186 is endorsed by such diverse 
groups as the California Physicians’ Alliance, Nurses 
Association, Professional Firefighters, Teachers’ 
Association, Council of Churches, Catholic 
Charities, and Congress of California Seniors. 

‘The single payer plan is the most comprehen¬ 
sive program available. All legal residents of 
California are automatically covered for all med¬ 
ical care deemed appropriate by their physicians,” 
said David Goldstein, M.D., Mali A. Mann, M.D., 
and William J. Stover, Ph.D. in a recent San Jose 
Mercury News article. 

The doctors said Proposition 186 is cost-effec¬ 
tive and would actually give the vast majority of 
private citizens better healthcare and more securi¬ 
ty at lower cost. It caps California single-payer 
plan administrative costs at four percent. 

If passed, half of the required funds will flow 
from existing state and federal sources - Medi-Cal 
and Medicare - while the rest will derive from 
three new sources of revenue including a business 
payroll tax, a 2.5 percent income tax increase, and 
a hefty cigarette tax of $1 per pack. 

“Without the kind of reform this single-payer 
plan offers, money will continue to flow in ever- 
increasing amounts out of our pockets and into the 
coffers of ever-greedy insurance companies,” 
Goldstein, Mann, and Stover wrote. 

“Fifty percent of all healthcare dollars flow 
through insurance companies that end up pocket¬ 
ing a quarter of that amount, for a national total of 
roughly $100 billion. They are fighting 
Proposition 186 with formidable financial and 
political clout, and they will win unless the people 
of California understand the issues and what is at 
stake.” T 
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Sonoma Gay Man Says He Was 
Bashed—And Now Faces Charges 


Gold Country-Sierra Foothills

Charges and counter-charges are flying in 
Sonoma County, where a gay man says he was hit 
over the head and shoved to the ground in an 
August attack by a homophobic neighbor’s daugh¬ 
ter - and bitten by their attack Rottwieler, to boot 
- and now finds himself facing prosecution by the 
county District Attorney on misdemeanor trespass 
and battery charges brought by the anti-gay neigh¬ 
bors. 

Richard Cartiere, a well-known journalist and 
former Associated Press reporter, is charged with 
pushing Julie lessen, the daughter of a next door 
neighbor, to the ground in the August 10 incident, 
as well as allegedly assaulting her in another fracas 
two days earlier. 

Cartiere says the alleged battery never hap¬ 
pened, and that eyewitnesses who observed the 
entire incident will testify that he never touched 
the woman but was himself repeatedly assaulted 
by lessen, who had unleashed her dog on him just 
two days before. 

Cartiere was notified on September 13 that two 
counts of misdemeanor battery were filed against 
him by the Sonoma County District Attorney’s 
office after a review of his next door neighbor’s 
complaint, even though eyewitnesses to the inci¬ 
dent in question were never interviewed. 

Sonoma County Deputy District Attorney Greg 
Jacobs, who filed the charges against Cartiere, was 
not available for comment. 

Cartiere says that before the incident in which 
he has been charged, on August 8, Jessen tres¬ 
passed on his property and pulled down a tempo¬ 
rary fence marking a property line while yelling, 
“You fucking faggot. You fucking queer” - and 
ordering her dog to kill him. 

Cartiere has a registered surveyor’s letter that 
proves the woman was constructing a wire fence 
through his garden and that the property was legal¬ 
ly his. 


Cartiere says that when he ordered the woman 
off his property, she threatened to step up the 
harassment. 

‘This is white trash versus you fucking faggots, 
and you’re really going to start getting it from now 
on, you fucking queer,” Jessen said, according to 
Cartiere. 

Cartiere said that Jessen hit him with a lattice 
fence board on the head and back. 

Joan Doubleday, Jessen’s mother and the owner 
of the adjacent property, charged in her police 
report that the lattice was starting to fall and that 
Jessen grabbed it to keep it from falling, that there 
was a fight between the dogs, and that Cartiere 
elbowed Jessen in the stomach. 

An eyewitness has signed a deposition saying 
that she witnessed Jessen assault the gay writer 
with the lattice board during the incident, but never 
saw Cartiere strike her. 

Other witnesses have signed statements con¬ 
firming the anti-gay harassment by the neighbors, 
which Cartiere says has been going on for more 
than two years; he claims to have documented 
more than 200 complaints of anti-gay harassment 
by Doubleday and her daughter. 

The case is scheduled for an October 7 trial 
readiness conference to determine whether the 
District Attorney will proceed with prosecution, 
according to Deputy District Attorney David 
Dunn. 

Dunn told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
charges were initially rejected by the District 
Attorney’s office, but after Jessen and Doubleday 
appealed, they were filed against Cartiere. 

Dunn told the B.A.R. that the DA would review 
whether or not there were gay hate crimes aspects 
in the case. 

Cartiere wonders why the District Attorney is 
proceeding with charges against him at all.

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Politics Takes a Holiday 



ow that Labor Day and the street fairs are behind us, it’s time to 
brace ourselves for Halloween’s elaborate masquerades. 
Thanksgiving’s overstuffed turkeys, and a day that sort of com¬ 
bines the two: Election Day. 

Unfortunately, even though the latter is a much more impor¬ 
tant day than those other two, it isn’t marketed as well. Probably 
because it doesn’t make money for candy and card manufactur¬ 
ers; too bad. If Hallmark made a bundle from Election Day, the 
commercials leading up to it would probably be a lot better than 
the ones currently on the air, perhaps even giving people a sense 
of joy when they contemplated its imminent arrival. It should be 
like a wonderful new beginning: something like the first day of 
spring, or school, or domestic partnership. As it stands now, it is 
only slightly less dreaded than Tax Day. 

This year, in fact, it may be worse. 

That’s cynicism, pure and simple - and as much as we enjoy 
wallowing in it sometimes, we know it’s bad for us and a luxury 
we can’t afford right now. 

If this community is to get anywhere politically - and we 
don’t even mean move forward; we’re talking about facing 
America’s current intolerance and surviving - it must exercise its 
ability to vote. The reason we mention this now, rather than in 
November, is for the sake of those who have not yet registered. 
If the registrar doesn’t know who you are by Tuesday, all the urg¬ 
ing in November is going to be useless. And all those people who 
don’t vote will be ceding the right to control their lives to others. 
Considering the right wing “others” who intend to vote, at least 
according to Pat Robertson, giving up that control would be 
reckless, indeed. 

Speaking of reckless and right wing. Governor Pete Wilson 
fretted over what kinds of “messages” various progressive bills 
on his desk would send last week, as he killed them. The mes¬ 
sage he sent was that the concerns of the common people in this 
state are of no concern to him; the message that he must receive 
now is that the streets are clogged with angry people registering 
to vote, specifically to vote him out of office. There is less than 
a week to do so, and no reason not to. And if you don’t know 
when and where and how, the information you need is right on 
the front page, where we hope you can’t miss it. 

For those good citizens who have already registered, there is 
still work to do from now to November. Find out all you can on 
the candidates and ballot measures you’ll be helping to decide in 
the voting booth, and work to support the ones that you want 


and/or to defeat the ones you abhor. Go to fundraisers; have 
fundraisers; do what you can. 

Here’s an example: a San Francisco fundraiser for California 
Congressman Dan Hamburg, a pro-gay environmentalist, will be 
held at the home of Russ 
Roeca and Rich Vernon, 
located at 2946 Pine Street, 
from 6 to 8 p.m. this Sunday, 
October 9. A $50 contribu¬ 
tion to Hamburg’s campaign 
is requested. The latest polls 
show Hamburg - the only 
congressperson to fly a rain¬ 
bow flag in his Washington 
office, and he’s a heterosex¬ 
ual! - trailing his 
Republican opponent by 
about two points. For more 
information, contact Gary 
Gielow at 771-1177. 

There are gay candidates 
too, also having fundraisers, 
and we urge people to go to 
them as well. The reason we 
mention Hamburg here is 
that he’s smart as a whip, 
already in Congress, 
absolutely unapologetic in 
his progressive - no, make 
that liberal - political philosophy, and because we once inter¬ 
viewed him in the B.A.R. office where he was inadvertently seat¬ 
ed facing a picture of a naked man with an erection, and he never 
displayed any discomfort. Nor did it slow down his extremely 
sensible commentary on the current problems presented to and 
by Washington lawmakers. 

It’s a cliche, but some of our best friends are straight. 

And all of our best friends vote. They have to, since so many 
of our enemies are there at the polls, too. 

One last thing: National Coming Out Day is October 11. 
Coming out of the closet, if you haven’t done so yet, is the sec¬ 
ond most political thing you can do, next to voting. And 
Hallmark doesn’t make a card for that holiday, either, but it will. 
It will. ▼

Latinos: Present, But Not Accounted For

atino lesbians, gays, bisexuals, and trans¬ 
genders have been fully present and con¬ 
tributing to the local and global struggles 
for equity, parity, and equality for sexual 
communities of all colors. 

Yet, it has been ignored by non-Latino 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
communities who only seek us out to 
sign off on to agendas that are frequently 
directed outside of Latino institutions 
and their constituencies. We are subject¬ 
ed to invisibility, discrimination, non¬ 
participation, while revisionist historians 
reinvent who we are in the world. Let us 
review, some irrefutable facts: 

• Latino transgenders were the co¬ 
founders of the national lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender movement at 
Stonewall. Yet at Stonewall this year 
there was little to no recognition of their 
role in the movement. 

• The Castro district is touted as the 
haven and capital of gay America without 
historical recognition that the 16th Street 
barrio is the capital and magnet of gay 
and lesbian Latino America. 

• Latino lesbians, gays, bisexuals, and 
transgenders face enormous homophobia 
and classism from elite heterosexual 
Latinos who bring the historical power 
struggles between the haves and have 
nots from the Caribbean, Central and 
South America to American shores. 
These same folks have the ears of main¬ 
stream funding sources who cannot dif¬ 
ferentiate real indigenous community 
leaders from the elitist parasites that use 
ethnicity for their own ends and therefore 
the control of Latino mainstream institu¬ 
tions which direct services for many of 
our mono-lingual L/G/B/T communities. 

• Latino lesbians, gays, bisexuals, and 
transgenders experience tremendous reli¬ 
gious intolerance for spiritual practices 
that range from Latino Roman 
Catholicism (many are influenced by lib¬ 
eration theology) to indigenous Indian 
spirituality to Yoruba and Santeria. Our 
spiritual traditions, customs, and paths 
are dismissed as politically incorrect. 


superstitious, and homophobic by non- 
Latino lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender communities. 

• Latino lesbians, gays, bisexuals and 
transgenders continue to experience 
tremendous discrimination and recrimi¬ 
nation for being passionate and feeling in 
our communication style, for immigrat¬ 
ing to this nation to escape homophobia 
and political oppression, while Chicanos 
bom in atzlan (the Southwest) are disre¬ 
garded as “not really being Latino.” 

• User-friendly “Hispanics” who are 
non-confrontational, lack linkages to our 
communities, and who are assimilated 
into the “me first” orientation of a capi¬ 
talist society are actively sought to sit on 
boards of directors, to be the public front 
for multicultural programs, and to drive 
efforts to neutralize the credibility of 
authentic indigenous leaders in our 
diverse Latino communities. 

• Latino gay and bisexual men make 
up 17.6 per cent of all AIDS cases in 
California (the next highest is 12.4 per 
cent) in communities of color. The rate of 
HIV prevalence is 17,000-23,000 plausi¬ 
ble range. Yet the dollar distribution for 
education and prevention as well as care 
and treatment dollars fail to reach parity. 
Latino infected gay and bisexual men are 
now perceived as an open market place 
by AIDS providers for service dollars to 
float their agencies. 

• Latina lesbian health and social 
issues are ignored by funding sources and 
many agencies funded to serve them. 
Poverty, cancer, incest survival, violence, 
and lack of services to lesbian mothers 
and single women only begin the litany 
of sins against our sisters in the struggle. 

• Racists and homophobes point to the 
issues of violence against gay white men 
by heterosexual Latino gangs, political 
diversity in our communities (which they 
frequently refer to as our cannibalistic 
tendencies), and the lack of real money or 
voters to contribute to political cam¬ 
paigns as a basis to dismiss the credibili¬ 
ty of our Latino L/G/B/T communities. 


Wrong, dead wrong! 

Being Latino lesbian, gay, bisexual, or 
transsexual means we have many sexual 
identities but one familia identity. 

Being Latino or Latina means we are 
defined beyond ethnicity and race. Many 
of us are a combination of indigenous 
Indian and European or African cultures 
living in the western hemisphere, but are 
perceived by non-Latinos as a single 
monolithic community subjected to the 
same kinds of oppression without regard 
to our uniqueness as nationalities or cul¬ 
tures of the Americas. 

Being Latino/Latina lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, or transsexual means we carry the 
triple burden of our dual identity. Homo¬ 
phobia from our heterosexual Latino 
brothers and sisters, racism from our 
non-Latino L/G/B/T brethren, and intol¬ 
erance by both for our spiritual practices 
and the expression of who we are on the 
planet. 

But there is hope because we have an 
active Latino/a lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender community singing our 
songs of survival, dancing our dances of 
sexual identity, and writing the histories 
of our movement with the articulation of 
our lives. 

Our Latino L/G/B/T youth know the 
footprints of their L/G/B/T elders and 
will not be deprived of their histories or 
the stories of triumph for people who 
have survived the oppression of racism, 
homophobia, and even attacks by those 
within our ranks who have issues of self- 
loathing and have chosen to sell out 
rather than to buy in. 

The time has come to proclaim our¬ 
selves as equal partners and collaborators 
to the wider lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender community and to step up to 
the task of demanding our share of his¬ 
torical recognition, our share of dollars 
and resources, and insistence on true rep¬ 
resentation that goes beyond the Spanish 
surname to authentic leadership with 
authentic linkages to our diverse commu¬ 
nities.?

No 501(c)(3), No Dough 

I have, as of September 13,1994, offered to resign my 
position as International Ms. Leather 1994. It has been 
very apparent over the past eight months that the IMsL Inc. 
board of directors will do nothing to support me in this title 
and has, in fact, actively worked to undermine my posi¬ 
tion. Furthermore, the stress and strain of the rumormon¬ 
gering and backstabbing that has occurred over the past 11 
months since winning Washington State Ms. Leather has 
taken its toll. Should the board decide to accept my resig¬ 
nation, I hope my runner-up will get better treatment than 
I when she takes over the title. If they don’t accept my res¬ 
ignation I want the organization to be accountable to me 
and to the community with the actions they have or have 
not taken, and provide me, and the community, with the 
documentation to back up their claims. 

Just a few weeks ago, when I was in Omaha for 
Fantasy ’94, I was informed that the IMsL board had 
quit and was closing the organization. Furthermore, they 
were transferring the title to Amy Marie Meek. Lots of 
positioning seems to have been taking place, and with¬ 
out any notification to myself or the IMsL board. On 
September 12 I received a call from Mike Gelpi 
announcing that while talks were underway, nothing had 
yet been decided. 

However, a demand was made that I pay to IMsL a 
sum of money I raised at two fundraisers. I informed Mr. 
Gelpi that I would not pay out any funds to IMsL Inc. 
unless and until I received the documentation I have 
repeatedly requested pertaining to the legal status of 
IMsL. It has been asserted by the board that IMsL is a 
501(c)(3) corporation. I have requested five times since 
March to be provided with documentation: Articles of 
Incorporation, By-laws, a business license, and a letter 
from the IRS granting 501(c)(3) status. I have never 
received this documentation, despite being assured it 
was being sent. (The board has all three of my mailing 
addresses, as well as my fax number.) 

After I informed Mr. Gelpi of that, he threatened me 
with legal action and criminal prosecution for withhold¬ 
ing the funds. I do not appreciate being threatened and 
will not tolerate it. There is no proof that has been 
offered to me, that IMsL is, in fact, a legally-operating 
corporation, that it is non-profit, or that it has a letter of 
determination from the IRS. 

I would happily donate to IMsL if it is, in fact, a 501 
(c)(3) corporation as it professes to be. However, no proof 
has been offered and, given that the organization is in a 
period of transition, it is unclear to me who is running the 
show and whether IMsL will even continue to exist. 

Therefore, I will donate the funds, absent clear proof 
from the current IMsL board of its 501(c)(3) status and 
current corporate status, to the Pride Foundation. Pride is a 
Washington-based 501(c)(3) private foundation that grants 
moneys to gay/lesbian organizations in the Northwest. 

In the past eight months I have learned there is little 
about the leather “community” that I can support or find 
pride in. The level of rumormongering, backstabbing 
and viciousness is beyond comparison in any other seg¬ 
ment of the community I have worked in. The lack of 
support and encouragement for titleholders, community 
leaders, and activists is appalling. But I leave this title 
with my integrity and my sanity intact. 

I have also, these past eight months, met many wonder¬ 
ful people and have had a number of truly extraordinary 
experiences. I have also had the joy of finding the person I 
wish to spend the rest of my life with, and so, now, I will 
get on with living my life - with joy and passion. 

It’s been a truly wild ride. I wish the next IMsL - if 
there is one - all the luck and thick skin in the world.

Naked Threats 

[The following letter was sent to Chief of Police 
Anthony Ribera:] 

I have verified through friends on the planning com¬ 
mittee for the Folsom Street Fair that the department 
wants the committee to make sure that nudity does not 
happen. To this end a threat was made that if the plan¬ 
ners “allow” too much nudity the department may not 
issue a permit for next year’s fair. Unless the police 
department has made the same threat to all other public 
event planners openly and publicly you have made a 
unique threat to a gay event which can only be con¬ 
strued as repressive, bigoted, prejudiced, anti-gay etc. 
There is annual nudity in the Bay to Breakers extrava¬ 
ganza. Have you either privately or openly threatened to 
deny permission for that event next year? 

I have no objection to the police enforcing laws. If 
they have the courage to make arrests for people who are 
nude at city events I believe word would get around fast. 
I have no objection to asking the event planners to post 
notices making it clear that arrests may be made. 
Requiring the handful of planners for one of the city’s 
leading gay events to monitor the personal behavior of the 
tens of thousands who will appear is, however, ludicrous! 
But what is ludicrous suddenly looks like anti-gay bigotry 
when the requirement is made in private to the Folsom 
Street planners rather than a blanket policy openly talked 
about to all residents and all such planning committees. 

I have been told that the police department was help¬ 
ful and courteous with the Folsom Fair planners. 
Nevertheless this issue of threats to halt future fairs 
smacks of dangerous repression to me. I think a review 
of this situation is critical to preventing an outcry against 
the police department. 

Be fair enough to right this situation. Be courageous 


enough to arrest lawbreakers if you must. But don’t take 
the gay/lesbian community hostage with threats that you 
don’t apply to other groups.

The Truth at the Root of the Matter 

I am quoted in your article “Rooting Around for an 
Immune Enchancer,” September 22, as having evaluated 
and confirmed certain scientific data. The information is 
incorrect. 

First of all, I do not know the individuals involved 
with the “Rosebud Life Vine,” which is being called 
Astragalus “Nelliei” Meembranceous in the article and 
in the full page advertisement on page 21. 

Robert Wortman, Rick Stevens, and Lady Nellie 
Thompson pulled my name from the yellow pages and 
walked into my office unannounced. They showed me this 
plant and told me rave stories about its power as a medi¬ 
cine. As a scientist, I look carefully at any such plants and 
claims before I attach my name to any derived product. 

I have not, to date, evaluated this so-called Astragalus 
plant and I have certainly not claimed that I would pre¬ 
sent a paper regarding this plant to the Royal Society of 
Botanists in London. There is no Royal Society of 
Botanists that I am aware of. However, I am a full- 
fledged member of the Linnean Society of London, 
which emcompasses botanists and zoologists. As a seri¬ 
ous scientific scholar, I would never attach my name to 
any product that I have no personal knowledge of. 

Although this plant could possibly have some bio¬ 
logical activity, I cannot vouch for it because I have not 
studied it.

Hatchet Pete 

AB 2810, the Domestic Partnership Registration bill 
Governor Pete Wilson vetoed, would have provided reg¬ 
istered domestic partners with the right to visit each 
other in the hospital with family status, legal preference 
in the granting of conservatorship (the right to adminis¬ 
ter the affairs of an incapacitated person) over each 
other, and the ability to use a standard legal form (the 
statutory short-form will) to will each other property. 

Because its provisions are only directly useful in 
instances of illness or death, the bill is especially impor¬ 
tant to unmarried couples in which one or both members 
faces a serious life-threatening illness such as AIDS. In 
fact, because gay men constitute the majority of people 
with HIV/AIDS in California (as in the rest of the U.S.), 
and because gay couples can’t legally marry, this bill has 
been a priority for HIV/AIDS organizations in the state. 
Mobilization Against AIDS, California’s oldest 
HIV/AIDS lobbying organization, was a strong support¬ 
er of the bill. We are disappointed that in his veto state¬ 
ment, Wilson ignored the needs of these couples. 

In fact, Wilson presented false and misleading infor¬ 
mation in his veto statement about why the bill is not 
needed, stating that under existing law unmarried part¬ 
ners can - “by exercising appropriate foresight” - name 
each other as beneficiaries in their wills, and create 
durable power of attorney over each other. 

He overlooks (among other things) the fact that with¬ 
out AB 2810, a judge is not obligated to notify the 
unmarried partner of a person who is the subject of a 
conservatorship hearing, no matter what legal document 
that partner may possess. In other words, if a relative 
files for conservatorship of a person, the hearing may 
happen and the conservatorship may be granted (and the 
subject may be whisked off to another state and his or 
her property sold) without the knowledge (not to men¬ 
tion the consent or even consultation) of the subject’s 
unmarried partner. 

Wilson’s veto of AB 2810 appears to be a capitula¬ 
tion to vigorous lobbying by the Traditional Values 
Coalition and other far-right organizations that charac¬ 
terized the bill as a “gay rights” measure. Wilson’s veto 
demonstrates an utter lack of compassion: to veto AB 
2810, thereby denying California’s 500,000 committed 
but unmarried couples aid in times of illness or death, 
took a cold, cold heart.

Support Miller 

California gays and lesbians have been alerted to the 
fact that for the first time in the nation’s history of elected 
state officials, an openly gay person is a candidate.

Scabies Fall-out 

It was with great interest that I read Michael C. 
Botkin’s article concerning the award of “The 1994 
Scabies.” The DNCB Now! group affiliated with ACT 
UP/San Francisco was one of this year’s recipients. 

I presume the award was for their acting-up against the 
AIDS establishment that has accomplished very little in 
the way of treatments during this pandemic. Surprisingly, 
that is what ACT UP is supposed to do: ACT UP. Botkin 
has more than once attacked the lack of treatments yet 
appears to sanction the status quo which provides fodder 
for his cannon. That, of course, is his prerogative and is 
one of the advantages of being a columnist. 

It is hardly worth the effort to respond to his denigra¬ 
tion of Dr. Strieker and DNCB as a treatment. As per 
most columnists, his knowledge of immunology, 
researchers, DNCB, and the science of HIV-disease 
leaves much to be desired. 

Apparently, Drs. Clerici and Berzofsky, affiliated with 
the NIH, do not share his views. These scientists stated in 
an article titled “Cellular immunity and cytokines in HIV 
infection” (AIDS 1994 “A Year in Review”) that “there is 
new interest in the potential utility of topical dini- 
trochlorobenzene (DNCB) in the treatment of HIV infec¬ 
tion. Although it has shown only very limited efficacy in 
other situations, such as cancer, a recent report indicated 
that topical DNCB application was associated with 
increases in the number of CD8+ T lymphocytes and NK 
cells in 10 HIV-positive people whose disease remained 
stable during follow-up. Since delayed-type hypersensi¬ 
tivity is a Thl response, the mechanism of action of 
DNCB might be to stimulate the production of C-type 
cytokines [IL-2, Interferon-gamma, IL- 12].” 

But remarks concerning “the prominent activist” 
who supposedly committed suicide prior to a “major 
challenge” of mainstream researchers must be answered. 

To attack the living is one thing, to attack the dead is 
another. Charles R. Caulfield - the prominent activist and 
my friend - died from a fall, not suicide. His death cer¬ 
tainly was not from fear of confronting “mainstream 
researchers” because he did that innumerable times before 
and never came off second best, including his presentation 
at the NIH. The forum that Charles was to speak at, was 
held. None of these so-called researchers attended. But 
Supervisor Kevin Shelley did come and paid homage to 
Charles’ efforts, zeal, anger, and activism. 

1 have had many disagreements with prominent AIDS 
activists who have died. But, never would I question their 
courage or commitment to what they believed in.

Strubco Responds 

Your story, headlined “Fundies Buy Gay Lists” is 
grossly inaccurate and unfair. I have a difficult time 
believing that your reporter, Kent Brandley, even saw the 
mailing piece in question. 

The mailing is from the American Bible Society, 
which is not a fundamentalist group, nor could they fair¬ 
ly be called a part of the religious right. They are an 
intentionally non-political mainstream religious organi¬ 
zation which promotes study of the Bible. Their goals 
are comparable to most of the mainstream gay and les¬ 
bian religious organizations. 

I am not religious, I have never read the Bible and it 
is somewhat ironic that I am defending a book that has 
so often been used as a weapon against us. But I recog¬ 
nize that many in our community do find value in the 
Bible, including the Metropolitan Community Churches, 
Dignity, Integrity and a dozen other gay and lesbian reli¬ 
gious groups. That is why my firm, Strubco, allows non- 
offensive religious offers to use our lists. That includes a 
number of different AIDS-related ministries, a wide 
variety of Jewish community organizations and others. 

Moreover, the mailing in question was extremely 
respectful of gay and lesbian lives. The headline reads 
“No fear, no guilt, no prejudice, no judgment, no turn¬ 
ing. away.” Inside, it reads “Comfort, hope and courage 
for people dealing with AIDS. In the Word of God.” 

The real news here is that a mainstream religious 
group has chosen to market to gay people in a supportive 
and respectful way. Rather than report that fact as an 
interesting phenomenon, B.A.R .’s article unjustly labeled 
this group “fundamentalist” and the “religious right.” 

We’ve got plenty of fundamentalist and religious 
right enemies, but the American Bible Society is not one 
of them. 

Mr. Lee Leibrock, who received the mailing piece 
and called the B.A.R., claimed that ACT UP Golden Gate 
provided his name for this mailing. He is in error. His 
name is on Strubco’s 600,000 name National Com¬ 
munity Masterfile with four different source codes. One 
was from a mailing Strubco produced for ACT UP/New 
York in 1989. Mr. Leibrock called our office to complain 
about being on our list early in September and his record 
received a suppression code on September 13. 

David Geller, Strubco’s Chief Operating Officer, told 
your reporter that we do not own ACT UP’s mailing list. 
That is technically true, but there are some names that 
responded to a mailing we produced (and financed) for 
ACT UP/New York (not Golden Gate) that are also on 
our database as well as on the database of ACT UP/New 
York. David, who joined Strubco in June of this year, 
was not aware of that 1989 mailing. 

Your reporter also implied that Strubco gets names 
from candidate petitions and credit card purchases at 
adult bookstores. Neither is the case. Ever. We some¬ 
times get names from donors to political campaigns (not 
their nominating petitions), but we have never gotten 
names from credit card purchases at adult bookstores, 
nor would we accept them if offered. 

The list marketing industry is a sensitive one, for 
obvious reasons. Lists of gay and lesbian names are not 
like lists of environmentalists. The risks associated with 
privacy invasion are much greater. 

My companies are extremely sensitive to those risks 
and have sought to protect privacy as much as possible. 
We are one of only a small handful of companies work¬ 
ing in the gay market that are members of the Direct 
Marketing Association and utilize their “mail prefer¬ 
ence” service to suppress persons who have requested 
not to receive unsolicited mail. And we are one of the 
very rare consultants that requires their clients to use this 
service. Since we began publishing Community Card- 
pack and Sapphile, we have distributed more than 
2,000,000 postcards (at considerable expense) offering 
people the opportunity to get off of our lists. 

Our in-house suppression file, of persons requesting 
not to receive gay or AIDS-related mail, is almost 85,000 
records, which we make available to any marketer in this 
community to use as a suppression file in their 
merge/purge process. 

At the same time, we work hard to provide an impor¬ 
tant service to the movement. For many lesbians and gay 
men, particularly those who are geographically isolated, 
their mailbox is, in fact, their connection to the broader 
community. 

To them, it is not “junk mail” but an incredibly impor¬ 
tant resource. To hundreds of non-profit organizations, 
publications and businesses, direct marketing is their 
lifeblood. Without access to lists, many of these non¬ 
profits, publications and businesses would not exist, let 
alone be nearly as successful as they are. Our lists have 
raised tens of millions of dollars for non-profit groups in 
the community and helped launch scores of businesses. 

We’re not perfect and we are always.reviewing our 
policies on list rentals and privacy issues. There are 
plenty of organizations (religious, political and corpo¬ 
rate) we do not and would not allow to rent our lists. But 
in this case, we have no regrets about renting lists to the 
American Bible Society.

Same As It Ever Was 


1 he National Republican 
Committee is looking 
__ for a big win in congres¬ 
sional races November 
8. Indeed, the Republicans in 
Washington have been predict¬ 
ing a “landslide” victory next 
month that could earn them con¬ 
trol of both the House of 
Representatives and the U.S. 
Senate. 

Some Republicans have been 
spending so much time forecast¬ 
ing a “washout of the 
Democrats” that they now 
believe it themselves. In fact, 
over 350 House GOP candi¬ 
dates, including some incum¬ 
bents, held a “power rally” last 
week on the Capitol steps. At 
the rally, Georgia 
Representative Newt Gingrich, 
the GOP House leader who 
would become speaker of the 
House in the event of a 
Republican takeover, made a list 
of “pledges” to the American 
people if only we will cooperate 
next month by giving the GOP a 
majority in both chambers of 
Congress. 

Gingrich, the anti-gay, anti¬ 
abortion congressman from the 
Atlanta suburbs - who himself 
won re-election two years ago 
by fewer than 1,000 votes - is so 
confident that his party will pick 
up the necessary 40 seats from 
the Democrats in the House and 
the necessary seven Democratic 
seats in the Senate, that he is 
already predicting “a return to 
Reaganism” in Washington 
when the “Republican-con¬ 
trolled” Congress takes over 
next January. Just for the record, 
Gingrich promises America that 
a GOP-controlled Congress 
would, of course, mean a more 
“conservative-bent, Reagan- 
looking” government that would 
push for term limits for mem¬ 
bers of Congress, a welfare 
reform that would require all 
states to cut off benefits for all 
recipients after five years, dis¬ 
courage out-of-wedlock births, 
pass tougher anti-pornography 
laws, return to “family values” 
issues (and we all know what 
that means, don't we?) etc. 
Gingrich, it should be noted, 
made no mention of such “anti¬ 
family value” issues as gay 
rights, AIDS funding, or abor¬ 
tion. 

Well, here’s one voter who 
thinks that all this Republican 
breast-beating might be just a bit 
premature. To be sure, the GOP 
will probably pick up 20-25 
(maybe even 30) House seats, 
and possibly four or five 
Democratic Senate seats, next 
month but will fall short of gain¬ 
ing control of either the House 
or the Senate.

control of the White House 
almost always picks up congres¬ 
sional seats in an off-year elec¬ 
tion, but I think the Republicans 
are counting their chickens 
before they’re hatched.

There’s a full month before 
the November general election, 
and despite reports to the con¬ 
trary, Bill Clinton is still popular 
enough in many parts of the 
country to make a difference in 
the House and Senate battles. 
Dole, Gingrich and Co. will 
very likely not be smiling quite 
so broadly come November 9. 

Politics and people 

While the list of incumbents, 
both in Congress and in state- 
houses, who are reportedly in 
political trouble this year contin¬ 
ues to grow, conventional wis¬ 
dom says that the voters will 
return to them on election day. 
Take the Feinstein-Huffington 
race here in California. A year 
ago, Dianne Feinstein was the 
most popular political figure in 
the state and had in a short time 
become one of the most power¬ 
ful and influential figures in 
Washington. Now she’s fighting 
for her political life. 

Feinstein’s problem? She’s 
an “incumbent” being chal¬ 
lenged by a megamillionaire 
Texas transplant. Although 
wealthy herself, the senator 
can’t match the millions that her 
GOP opponent is spending to 
unseat her. 

“Mike” Huffington bought 


himself a House seat from the 
Santa Barbara area by ousting a 
longtime Republican incum¬ 
bent. Barely six months after 
taking his House oath, he 
announced he wanted to be a 
senator. Some of those closest to 
him quietly point out that a win 
next month over Feinstein 
would give him “plenty of time” 
to run for president in 1996. 

As a writer for USA Today 
pointed out this week, 
“Huffington doesn’t do politics; 
he does television.” That same 
paper also stated that 
“Huffington’s campaign isn’t 
about his business successes, his 
qualifications, or about his 
opponents, it’s not even about 
California’s future - or the 
country’s, it’s about whatever 
his political consultants think 
will work on television in 30 
seconds.” Indeed, although he 
rarely gives interviews, you can 
find “Mike” on California tele¬ 
vision at any hour of the day 
attacking Dianne Feinstein. 

The big question: is it work¬ 
ing? Apparently so. The $12 
million that Huffington has 
spent on television alone to date 
has pulled his “shadow” cam¬ 
paign even with his opponent’s 
in many polls. 

However, I think Feinstein 
wins this one next month on her 
record alone. Even prominent 
state Republicans, recognizing 
who has the best qualifications, 
have begun endorsing her. LA 
County Sheriff Sherman Block, 
one of Southern California’s 
staunchest lifelong Republicans, 
publicly endorsed the senator 
last week. Famed actor (and for¬ 
mer Carmel mayor) Clint 
Eastwood, long a power in GOP 
politics in Hollywood, recently 
announced his support for her. 
L.A. Mayor Richard Riordan, a 
prominent moderate

made history this past 
weekend. Or, at least that’s 
what the folks at United 
Airlines would have me 
believe. As I stepped off my 
Saturday morning flight to Los 
Angeles, a stewardess handed 
me a certificate signed by 
United’s CEO as well as the 
plane’s pilot, noting my partici¬ 
pation in “this historic occa¬ 
sion.” 

The history in the making 
was the debut of a new shuttle 
service between LA and SF. For 
my presence on that flight, I 
received a First to Fly certifi¬ 
cate which read: ‘This is to cer¬ 
tify that on October 1, 1994, 

_ was a passenger on 

Shuttle by United from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles. 
Thank you for joining us on this 
historic occasion.” 

If this is history in the mak¬ 
ing, then count me as one spoil¬ 
sport who doesn’t think that 
changing the course of history 
means rerouting a flight over 
the Central Valley. I won’t 
quote the entire proclamation, 
but I will tell you that it asserts 
that “perhaps no other single 
force can equal the airplane in 
its capacity to forge mutual 
understanding among the peo¬ 
ples of the World.” 

Perhaps, but no other single 
means of transport has equaled 
the airplane in its capacity to 
drop bombs, end lives, and 
destroy cities. Oh, never mind. 

The irony is that, in my own 
way, I did feel like I was mak¬ 
ing history this past weekend. 
My not-so-historic flight took 
me to a not-so-distinguished set 
of public tennis courts called 
The Tennis Place in West 
Hollywood (although the 
woman in the Pro Shop told me 
that Tom Hanks had played 
there recently) to represent San 
Francisco’s Gay and Lesbian 
Tennis Federation (GLTF) in 
The California Cup. And 
although 1994 marks the ninth 
year of Cal Cup competition, I 
had never heard of it until this 
year. But once I arrived at the 
courts, it was clear that many of 
the athletes and spectators 
assembled had a solid sense of 
the event’s history. 

The Cal Cup is an annual tri¬ 
city gay tennis competition that 
was first hosted by the San 
Diego Tennis Federation 
(SDTF) in 1986. In the men’s 
competition, the top 24 singles 
players and 12 doubles teams 
from the Los Angeles Tennis 
Association (LATA), GLTF and 
SDTF play it out for a silver 
bowl and gay civic pride. 

In 1993, a Women’s Cal Cup 
was established between LATA 
and GLTF, with six singles and 
three doubles matches deter¬ 


mining the winning team. Since 
next year’s competition is 
scheduled for San Diego, 
there’s hope that the women’s 
competition will expand to a 
tri-city rivalry. 

Able Abi 

Returning as captain of this 
year’s SF women’s team was 
Abi Jeung, who has made more 
history for gay and lesbian ten¬ 
nis than any shuttle certificate 
could even begin to explain. 
Jeung first played in the Cal 
Cup back in 1987, which 
proved to be the year of San 
Francisco’s first of three Cal 
Cup victories. 

Though few women were 
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playing at that level, Jeung’s 
experience on that team gave 
her hope that one day there 
would be interest in Cal Cup 
women’s team play. “I thought 
it was a great concept,” Jeung 
told me on the flight back to 
San Francisco. ‘Teams develop 
such a cohesion. There’s a feel¬ 
ing of camaraderie even though 
there’s a rivalry between the 
teams.” Calling it a “strong and 
healthy rivalry” between the 
players and the cities, Jeung 
said, “I wanted the women to be 
able to develop the same thing.” 

So in 1993 Jeung made it 
happen when San Francisco’s 
GLTF was hosting the competi¬ 
tion. As a way to attract more 
Open and A-level women to the 
club, Jeung organized the event, 
showcasing the talent in 
women’s tennis and finding the 
men “very supportive” of her 
efforts. It was a San Francisco 
sweep in 1993, as the men took 
36 matches to LA’s 24 and SD’s 
12, while the SF women 
blanked LA, 9-0. 

This year, as Jeung finalized 
plans with organizers down 
south, the LATA women’s cap¬ 
tain kept teasing, “Don’t forget 
the cup,” hinting that she was 
gathering a team that would 
keep the cup in LA. 

Jeung didn’t forget to bring 
the cup to the City of Angels. If 
there was anything historic 
about that shuttle which landed 
at LAX on Saturday morning, it 
seems to me it was that the 
Women’s Cal Cup had landed. 
With it landed Jeung’s hope 
that a strong and healthy rivalry 
among California’s lesbian ten¬ 
nis players would live on. 

Jeung handed the cup over to 
the LA hosts for display pur¬ 
poses, and let her hope of rival¬ 
ry and camaraderie do its work. 

Well, the San Francisco 
women did not leave the cup up 
for grabs for long. Despite the 
3-2 lead that the LATA women 


had after the first day of play, 
we rallied back the next day to 
win three of four matches, 
clinching our team’s victory, 5- 
4. Captain Abi had inspired us 
to win the cup back for the 
flight home. 

Men’s three-way 

Meanwhile, the LATA men 
were stroking their way to a 
home-court victory, evening up 
the nine-year series in a three- 
way tie with three triumphs 
apiece. You’d better believe 
players in all three cities are 
already thinking about how 
they’re going to get a sneaker 
up on the competition for next 
year’s tie-breaker. 

The LA men’s team captain, 
Todd Stillman, credited the 
depth of his squad and the 
strong doubles play for this 
year’s victory. “It’s also great to 
see the LA women do so well,” 
he added. 

Of course, in the grand 
scheme of tennis and the world 
beyond, this little rivalry has lit¬ 
tle significance. It certainly 
won’t place any of us in 
Newport’s Tennis Hall of Fame, 
and the only history that will 
record the events is the own we 
keep for ourselves. 

But with Oct. 11 around the 
comer to mark the sixth year of 
National Coming Out Day, I am 
reminded that coming out 
remains a revolutionary act - at 
home, at work, on an airplane, 
or even on the tennis court. In 
sharing coming out stories with 
some of my teammates between 
matches, I was reminded of 
how difficult the struggles - 
personal and political - can be 
to come out and to win equali¬ 
ty- 

Events like the Cal Cup are 
coming-out events, as well as 
reminders that I cannot take my 
visibility as a lesbian for grant¬ 
ed. While I was warming up, a 
player on a neighboring court 
was dismayed by the outbreaks 
of cheers that the Cal Cup com¬ 
petition was causing around the 
courts. He just wanted to play a 
little Sunday morning doubles 
with his weekly foursome. Not 
knowing I was with the tourna¬ 
ment, he turned to me for a bit 
of commiseration, talking about 
the gay crowd assembled as 
“those people.” 

There was no need to wait 
until Oct. 11 to tell the man that 
I, too, am one of “those peo¬ 
ple.” It wasn’t exactly a histori¬ 
cal moment, but judging from 
the startled, embarrassed look 
on his face, it was, at least, an 
eye opener. ▼

NEA’s Chairman 
Alexander Speaks 
At Yerba Buena

Erstwhile actress Jane 
Alexander addressed the San 
Francisco arts community last 
week in her new, government- 
funded role as Chairman - not 
Chairwoman, not Chairperson, 
but Chairman - Alexander of 
the National Endowment for the 
Arts. 

Wearing the palest of rose 
petal pink skirt suits, the art 
tsar - which is what that repeat¬ 
ed title. Chairman Alexander, 
started to sound like - arrived 
late at the Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts and seemed ill-at- 
ease; or was that just stumper’s 
fatigue? Stumbling over her 
lines, she gave a long-winded 
humanistic diatribe about 
babies and buying power and a 
“crisis of spirit - both inside 
and outside the arts” that her 
agency was attempting to turn 
around. 

How was she hoping to save 
the country from itself? 
Something about sending artists 
out into the community to gen¬ 
erate tax dollars and help solve 
problems for business. She and 
her handlers had badly mis-

judged their audience; trying to 
sell art to “America” in San 
Francisco by pretending it’s 
profitable only gave the unset¬ 
tling impression that the prod¬ 
uct being pitched is on the road 
to extinction. 

Since President Clinton him¬ 
self had called this a crisis of 
spirit, it was definitely no time 
for artists to ask what their 
country could do for them: they 
were supposed to ask what they 
could do for their country. Only 
these artists, these activists 
seemed in no mood. Tom di 
Maria, executive director of the 
Gay & Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation, was first 
up with a question. How had 
Chairman Alexander failed to 
even mention “sexual orienta¬ 
tion” while peppering her 
monologue with multicultural 
buzzwords? Had she perhaps 
forgotten she was in San 
Francisco? 

Chairman Alexander was 
duly chastened, but her 
response was so formal, so 
declamatory, so rote, as to 
extinguish any hope in the 


audience that she might feel 
what she was saying: “I cer¬ 
tainly meant to include sexual 
orientation under the umbrella 
of my remarks, and I apologize 
if I did not specifically desig¬ 
nate it.” 

Things went downhill from 
there, or uphill, depending on 
whether one wanted anything 
positive to come out of the 
meeting, or simply relished the 
points scored off the govern¬ 
ment’s symbolic purse string 
puller. When Laurie Wood 
noted that it was “important for 
artists to be given time alone to 
work and not only for others” in 
the community-based and edu¬ 
cational projects the NEA was 
willing to bankroll. Chairman 
Alexander decidedly lost her 
cool. “You’re talking to some¬ 
body who has been an artist,” 
she proclaimed. “I know the 
need to protect that time, better 
than anybody.” 

Oops. Did she say better 
than anybody? Surely she 
meant as well as anyone else in 
that room. The old guy sitting 
next to me kept repeating to 
nobody in particular, “She’s an 
artiste, not an artist.” Maybe he 
wasn’t just being elitist; maybe 
he sensed that the collaborative, 
group-based effort of the inter¬ 
pretive artist is a far cry from 
the loneliness of the long-dis¬ 
tance composer/writer/visual 
artist. Maybe Chairman 
Alexander actually knew less 
well than some of the people in 
that room the need for alone 
time. 

The afternoon’s dramatic cli¬ 
max came when playwright 
Terry Baum went to the mike 
and, instead of dutifully asking 
the Chairman a question as 
directed, indulged in a little free 
expression. “I’m very disap¬ 
pointed and distressed by this 
vision of the arts presented by 
all the speakers,” said Baum, 
“an art that is domesticated and 
obedient and that deserves to be 
supported because it will solve 
problems for business or create 
tax dollars. Where is the sup¬ 
port for an art that challenges 
the established order, that helps 
people see things in a different 
way, that teaches people that 
things do not have to be the way 
they are, that we can change our 
world?” 

Chairman Alexander 

responded, “I thought that’s 
what we were talking about,” 
and received a good deal of 
laughter and applause, indicat¬ 
ing that part of the audience 
was for appeasement. But 
Baum’s question lingered in the 
air and the specter of Art with a 
capital - not a capitalistic - A 
was not so easily dismissed. 

Asked what she would have 
liked to have heard from the 
head of the NEA, Baum impro¬ 
vised, “We can be the agents 
for change and transformation. 
We have to have courage, and 
we have to speak out, and we 
have to say the truth as we see 
it. And I will try to get you 
money for saying that truth, 
even if it scares other people 
and makes them angry. That’s 
what I would say.” But then, 
Baum isn’t available for the 
job. ▼

Driving Over Bigotry 

by Al Kielwasser 

Should lesbians and gay men be allowed to drive? Not accord¬ 
ing to pseudo-psychologist Paul Cameron. In ‘The Psychology 
of Homosexuality,” a pamphlet that attempts to demonstrate that 
lesbians and gays are prone to criminal behavior, Cameron 
reports that homosexuals are “about a third more apt [than het¬ 
erosexuals] to report a traffic ticket or traffic accidents.” When 
lesbians and gays aren’t busy fighting for special rights, it seems, 
we’re running people down on America’s highways. 

Two recent, national advertising ventures should send chills 
down “Dr.” Cameron’s spine (or lack thereof). A recent issue of 
Urban Fitness - a new magazine “aimed primarily but not 
exclusively at gay men and women” - contains advertisements 
for Mercedes-Benz and Mazda cars. The Mercedes ad includes 
an apparently gay couple. The two-page Mazda ad features a 
lesbian couple embracing alongside a gay couple, accompanied 
by the familiar slogan: “Mazda ... It Just Feels Right.” 

The November ‘94 issue of Out magazine contains another 
advertising milestone. With this issue, Out becomes the first gay 
publication to receive advertising support from the Saab automo¬ 
bile company, According to Out's account manager. Matt 
Lancellotti, the Saab ad “is a major breakthrough, as car compa¬ 
nies tend to be amongst the most conservative of advertisers.” 
“Furthermore ” Lancellotti added, “Saab is 50% owned by General 
Motors, a company that pays great attention to, and has deep con¬ 
cerns about, right-wing media campaigns such as those waged by 
Donald Wiidmon’s American Family Association (AFA).”

A Rotten Snapple? 

Amongst the sparse “official sponsors” of the bigoted Rush 
Limbaugh Show is the Snapple beverage company. Last year, 
Snapple - which has a company policy against discrimination 
based on sexual orientation - indicated a willingness to re-think 
its sponsorship of the homophobic, racist, and sexist Limbaugh. 
However, in response to a recent complaint from the National 
Organization of Women (NOW), the Snapple company seems to 
be back-peddling. 

NOW President Tammy Bruce wrote to Snapple, stating, 
“Our organization is opposed to Mr. Limbaugh not because he 
is ‘conservative,’ but [because of] his misogyny and homopho¬ 
bia.” Lisa Balias, Snapple’s marketing director, replied: “First, 
[the advertising] purchase is made based on recommendations 
of our advertising agency. ... Second, Snapple does not support 
or even agree with the views of Mr. Limbaugh,... Third, Snapple 
does not contribute money to Mr. Limbaugh. ...” 

As Tammy Bruce points out, Snapple’s advertising dollars 
“do contribute directly to the spreading of misogynistic, homo- 
phobic, and hate-based messages.” Bruce also informed Snapple 
management that she was not impressed with the company’s 
“attempt to justify Snapple’s support of a hate-monger by send¬ 
ing us a list of the progressive groups you support... . [These 
groups] would have a much easier time if it were not for the 
likes of Rush Limbaugh.”

California Leads Nation in 
Attempted Censorship Cases

The religious right is behind a steadily increas¬ 
ing number of censorship attempts both nationally 
and in California, and more of their efforts are tar¬ 
geting educational materials that “promote” homo¬ 
sexuality, said People for the American Way offi¬ 
cials in a document issued August 31st. 

According to the latest annual report published 
by the organization, called Attacks on the Freedom 
to Learn , there were 462 
instances of attempted cen¬ 
sorship or related challenges 
to public education last year. 

This figure represents the 
largest number of censor¬ 
ship battles documented 
during the report’s 12-year 
history, and an eight percent 
increase over the amount 
documented during the 
1992-1993 school year. 

Of these, California led every other state in sheer 
number of cases, 43, with most of the battles con¬ 
centrated in the southern part of the state. 
California easily eclipsed the runners-up, Texas and 
Florida, which had 32 and 22 cases, respectively. 

People for the American Way, a nonpartisan 
constitutional liberties lobby, said that “religious 
right political groups” are often linked to those 
who object to certain educational materials. 
According to the report, “Objectors often justify 
their demands by claiming to be acting as parents 
concerned about the education of their children, 
[but] a deeper agenda becomes evident when 
demands are made that district-approved books 
and materials be withdrawn not just from their 
children, but from all children.” 

Sexual content of educational curricula proved 
one of the most volatile censorship issues. And 



educational materials that referred, either explicit¬ 
ly or implicitly, to gays and lesbians provided a 
growing part of the debate. These materials fueled 
controversies over library books, classroom 
lessons, and sex education programs. According to 
the report, ‘Ten percent of the 1993-94 incidents 
involved claims that the schools were ‘promoting’ 
homosexuality. [But] generally, the ‘promotion’ 
amounted to nothing more than acknowledging 
homosexuality.” 

In one of the more “chic” 
examples of attempted cen¬ 
sorship in California, a 
Covina high school coun¬ 
selor attempted to oust a 
magazine when it featured a 
scantily-clad Cindy Craw¬ 
ford cavorting with a suited 
k.d. lang on its cover. The 
counselor then complained 
to an assistant principal, who 
reportedly reviewed the mag¬ 
azine and suggested that the librarian remove it. In 
absence of a clear directive, the librarian refused. 
“My job is to open new worlds to students, not 
close them off,” she said. The offending magazine 
remains available. 

Jean Hessburg, Director of the Los Angeles- 
based California Chapter of People for the 
American Way, said that, like many of the censor¬ 
ship battles in public education, controversies over 
references to gays and lesbians are often sparked 
by the religious right as part of a broader social 
agenda. Hessburg called these clashes “directly 
proportional” to the battles being waged over gay 
rights in electoral politics. 

Hessburg pointed to the existence of a base of 
religious right support in Southern California, 
where organizations such as the Traditional Values 
(Continued on page 20)

Marin County Seeks HIV-Positive Talkers

HIV-positive residents of 
Marin County have an opportu¬ 
nity to add to the Marin County 
AIDS Advisory Commission’s 
understanding of their needs, 
and to pick up a quick and easy 
$10 or $25 while they’re at it. 

But time is running out to get 
involved: the deadline for appli¬ 
cation is this Monday, October 
10 . 

MAAC will conduct “focus 
groups” of HIV-positive partici¬ 
pants in order to study their 
needs, to examine factors that 
could influence federal funding, 
and to examine possible 
changes in current programs 
and services. 

With MAAC’s study, orga¬ 
nizers hope to contribute to 
their knowledge base about 
HIV disease and to provide a 


greater level of service to par¬ 
ticipants and Marin communi¬ 
ties. 

Information obtained will be 
used to assist MAAC in devel¬ 
oping and planning programs 
and services for 1995. 

The two-hour focus groups 
will be limited to HIV-positive 
Marin County residents. 
Participants will be paid $25, 
and refreshments will be served 
in a relaxed, comfortable, and 
confidential setting. 

For those not participating in 
a focus group, MAAC is also 
conducting a written survey. 
MAAC officials will divide the 
participants into the two 
groups: a media release from 
the AIDS Advisory 
Commission of the Marin 
County Department of Health 
and Human Services says “per¬ 
sons will be selected to partici¬ 


pate in either a focus group or a 
written survey.” Participants 
who complete the survey will 
receive $10 for their time and 
trouble. 

MAAC will screen prospec¬ 
tive participants for eligibility 
and to place individuals in the 
appropriate focus group.

A 
civil suit he has filed against the pair is

paigns of straight local and state officials. 

Pabich also directed ballot campaigns for funds for 
the New Main Library and Moscone Center. He is cur¬ 
rently managing Migden’s re-election effort to become 
president of the board of supervisors.

Two young women, reported 
missing from Southern 
California since September 28, 
have been found safe - staying 
at the Larkin Street Youth 
Center in San Francisco for the 
past five days, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned from Ann 
McDaniel, grandmother of one 
of the girls. 

The two young women were 
described in flyers that were 
posted in gay neighborhoods 
and widely distributed to 
gay/lesbian media by their fam¬ 
ilies. 

“We’d like our daughters 
home, but our main concern 
right now is for their safety,” the 
parents of Demelza Solomon, 
16 and Christine Andersen, 15, 
wrote in a recent letter to the 
B.A.R. from the Orange County 
city of Oceanside. 

According to the teens’ 
mothers, Shannon Solomon 
and Nancy Andersen, Demelza 
and Christine revealed they are 
lesbians after attending this 
year’s gay pride parade in San 
Diego, and ran away because of 
the subsequent taunting they 
suffered at school and else¬ 
where. 

In a note to her mother, 
Demelza wrote: “Everywhere I 
go I am looked down upon and 
discriminated against. So 
Christine and I decided to leave 
and start a new life together. 
And, if things get so bad that we 
can’t handle it, we’ll come back. 

I love you all.” 

The teenagers awoke before 
dawn on the day they disap¬ 
peared and left their respective 
homes with backpacks contain¬ 
ing a few articles of clothing, 
their parents said. 

“We believe they are heading 
to a place less homophobic than 
Oceanside,” the parents wrote. 
They were right. 

Originally the parents 
thought the girls had gone to 
Washington state. A travel guide 
found in Demelza’s bedroom 
had a bookmark in the chapter 
on Seattle, her mother discov¬ 
ered. 

The families of the girls 
begged for them to return - or at 
least to call- and had been des¬ 
perately pleading to the gay 
community for help in locating 
them and getting the message to 
them that their families had 
promised to “right the wrongs 
done you.” 

“We are fighting - tooth and 
claw - the Oceanside Unified 
School District’s hands off poli¬ 
cy towards gays and lesbians,” 
the parents wrote in a strong 
repudiation of schools with 
policies - like the one proposed 
by Senator Jesse Helms - that 
refuse to “present homosexuali¬ 
ty in a positive light.” 

“We have several members 
of the faculty and the counseling 
staff working with us,” the par¬ 
ents continued. “Demelza and 
Christine’s help in this would 
add a lot of weight to our fight, 
and would help the gay, bisexu¬ 
al and supportive heterosexual 
students at Oceanside High and 
eventually all students nation¬ 
wide.” 

McDaniel told the B.A.R. she 
was very grateful to the Larkin 
Street facility and added she 
understood it was a condition of 
the shelter that youngsters stay-

Heroes and Heroines: ‘The valiant les¬ 
bian and gay men of our city and nation 
who met hostility with courage and convic¬ 
tion”; Eleanor Roosevelt; Rosa Parks; and 
Shannon Faulkner, the young woman who 
challenged the establishment to become 
the first woman to enter the Citadel Military 
Academy. 


While she is courteous and 
pleasant enough, she is not 
given to idle chat or phony 
palaver. She moves out and gets 
things done. 

Some examples: Migden has 
been active in efforts to 
strengthen San Francisco’s 
AIDS service delivery system, 
and to create new models for 
AIDS prevention. Her efforts on 
the Budget Committee resulted 
in increased funding for HIV 
services including programs for 
gay youth. She has sponsored 
and supported important domes¬ 
tic partnership legislation. She 
represents the city as a member 
of the Board of Directors on the 
Bay Area Air Quality 
Management District and serves 
on several other boards, agen¬ 
cies, and commissions. 

Considered sincere, hard¬ 
working, and the possessor of a 
first-rate mind, Migden prides 
herself on her financial exper¬ 
tise, describing herself as a lib¬ 
eral progressive with regard to 
social issues and a fiscal moder¬ 
ate when it comes to finance. 
And, she stressed, that modera¬ 
tion is itself born of compas¬ 
sion. “In times of economic 
decline, it’s the poor people that 
suffer,” she emphasized. 

In 1992, Migden established 
the Joint Task Force and served 
as its chair, in an effort to 
resolve the city’s budget crisis. 
The Joint Task Force analyzed 
opportunities for the city to 
restructure its finances, reform 
its operations, and modernize its 
systems to meet increased ser¬ 
vice needs in a time of budget 
deficits. Migden’s leadership 
and her work as the former bud¬ 
get chair have brought her 
recognition as an expert on city 
finances. She is credited with 
making responsible decisions to 
control city spending in the 
interest of preserving vital city 
services. 

Perhaps surprisingly, the 
supervisor’s educational back¬ 
ground is neither in economics 
nor political science: she has a 
Bachelor of Arts in English and 
a Master’s Degree in psycholo¬ 
gy- 

Polls are indicating Migden 
will be re-elected handily, and 
she is mindful that the president 
of the board of supervisors - the 
top vote-getter - appoints the 
committees. “I will happily 
serve where appointed,” she told 
the B.A.R., but added that she is 
“always interested in finance.” 
Conceivably, she may be the 
next board president. 

Migden said she thinks vot¬ 
ers see financial stability and the 
city’s livability as the most

important issues this election 
year. She will continue to strive 
to protect vital services such as 
the health department, and said 
she hopes to provide a sense of 
humanity and harmony in a 
changing city. 

She told the B.A.R. her first 
priority after re-election will be 
to assure stability of the public 
health care system with refine¬ 
ment and expansion of 
HIV/AIDS programs. Other pri¬

Her major donors, she said, 
are largely lesbians and gay 
men. Democrats, and some 
business people, as well as 
activists and what she called “a 
broad range of support, the vast 
preponderance from San 
Francisco donors.” 

Migden has been active in 
California Democratic Party 
affairs for more than a decade. A 
former two-term chair of the 
Lesbian and Gay Caucus, she 
also served as chair of the 
California State Platform 
Committee. In that capacity she 
has been a leader for inclusion 
of lesbian and gay civil rights, 
AIDS, and healthcare issues in 
the party. As a staunch and 
active Democrat, Migden will 
endorse statewide Democratic 
candidates including Kathleen 
Brown for governor. 

She is also endorsing incum¬ 
bent Supervisors Susan Leal 
and Kevin Shelley, as well as 
Mabel Tang, and the man she 
identifies as “Supervisor-to-be 
Tom Ammiano.” 

Migden told the B.A.R. that 
being a lesbian has had a keen 
effect upon her political out¬ 
look: “I have come to under¬ 
stand oppression and the 
stigmatization that comes from 
not being in the big picture.” 
And, she said, she adores gay 
activists - “the pulse and con¬ 
science of the community.” She 
said the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity must inspire the young - 
‘They need to believe they have 
hope” - and she says she will do 
anything she can to “encourage 
anyone who defines themselves 
as queer or different to become

Supervisor Carole Migden in 
real life is as intense and kinetic 
as politicians are portrayed in 
movies: as a reporter is ushered 
into her bright, modern office at 
City Hall for an interview, the 
supervisor simultaneously 
issues a friendly greeting, 
makes a quick phone call, and 
calmly but firmly tells one of 
her aides, “I don’t care where it 
is, I want it, and I want it now.” 
And whatever it is, she gets it. 

The two words most fre¬ 
quently used to describe 
Migden are probably “smart” 
and “tough” - whether she is 
being described by a new 
acquaintance or old, male or 
female, gay or straight, admirer 
or detractor. The incumbent 
supervisor is one of the lesbian 
and gay politicians elected to 
office in the November 1990 
“lavender sweep,” and the only 
one now seeking reelection. 
More than a supervisor, in fact, 
Migden has become a symbol to 
lesbians and gays far beyond the 
Bay Area: because of her rank¬ 
ing as a member of the 
Democratic National 

Committee, she is now one of 
America’s better-known lesbian 
politicos. 

Migden, trim and energetic, 
thinks fast, talks fast, and admits 
she is not good at repeating her¬ 
self: she suggests reporters use 
tape recorders, since most can’t 
write as fast as she can talk.

Eshoo Rallies Gay Support

Charging into her re-election campaign with all 
her progressive tools at the ready, Democratic 
Congresswoman Anna Eshoo recently addressed 
over 50 gay and lesbian supporters at a reception 
hosted by Peninsula activists Rich Gordon and 
Dennis McShane at their Menlo Park home. The 
candidate reviewed her record on issues relevant 
to the gay community and her stands on national 
matters as well. 

Eshoo started her speech by citing the memory 
of her beginning term as representative for the 
14th Congressional District of California, and 
breathlessly declared, “It has been the fastest two 
years of my life!” Acknowledging that it has been 
a mixture of disappointments and victories, she 
averred that there is still much to do and spelled 
out what she sees as the most important goals to 
achieve and the ways she feels they can be gained. 

Very plainspoken about the “Neanderthals” she 
finds among her Congressional colleagues, she 
said that at times she found herself asking, “Did I 
hear that right?” when she heard some of her col¬ 
leagues reporting the political gay bashing they 
had been doing - and considering them as victo¬ 
ries to their constituents. Aside from her astonish¬ 
ment, she realized that “It’s difficult to make his¬ 
tory in the field of human rights.” 

In a later interview, Eshoo put forth' two ways 
she believes gay leadership can change national 
attitudes on gays and lesbians, ways she is sure 
would sway politicians too: “Local gay leaders 
would promote acceptance best by running for 
local offices, such as school boards, and soliciting 
seats on commissions and other appointive 
offices,” she said. “But here is an idea that would 
go right to voters person to person: a TV commer¬ 
cial in which one distinctly conventional person 
after another would be shown saying, ‘I want you 
to meet my son,’ ‘meet my daughter,’ ‘meet my 
niece,’ ‘meet my grandson’ - with the added infor¬ 
mation that the woman or man being introduced is 
gay or lesbian.” 

To Eshoo, the failure to pass national legisla¬ 
tion on health care is attributable to three factors: 
“The executive branch should not have written the 
bill. After Clinton’s superb speech before the joint 
session of Congress, he should have left the two 
houses to compose it. Second, the Clinton bill is 
much too complicated. Third, there was a failure 
of strategy in allowing the major provisions of the 
bill to go to legislators a year before action was 
formally taken; the insurance companies had 
ample warning to lobby hard and also to prepare 
media material which is full of outright lies.” 

Eshoo sees the need to go back to the planning 
table and re-draft proposed legislation before a 
new presentation can take place. A vital part of 
any new plan, she believes, is a retention of inclu¬ 
sion of prior conditions, a measure that would 


insure treatment of HIV-positive people. Also, on 
the AIDS issues, she feels that the whole AIDS 
package “needs to be multi-faceted, with research, 
prevention through improved education, and care 
for the ill all being given the funds and direction 
necessary.” 

On the acceptance of the “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
policy on gays in the military, Eshoo was openly 
contemptuous: “Who can figure it out?” she asked 
with a shrug. “When it was being considered, I 
wrote and spoke to the 
president, urging him to 
stick by his convictions, 
by what he knew was 
right.” On what the future 
of the policy should be, 
Eshoo was clear: “Follow 
the court challenges and 
encourage legal recourse. 
Also, as the deficiencies 
become more and more 
obvious, take a second 
view to assess the chances 
for elimination. As it 
stands, the policy is dis¬ 
honest and unfair.” 

On her Republican oppo¬ 
nent Ben Brink, with whom she is not yet really 
familiar, she said, “He has some important people 
working for him, such as the co-chairmen of his 
campaign committee, George Schultz and Tom 
Campbell, but his responses on panels so far have 
been all quick answers on easy questions, nothing

definite on the hard ones.” 

Definitely in her life in Washington are the out 
gay congressmen from Massachusetts, Barney 
Frank and Gerry Studs, whom Eshoo regards as 
working pals. She looks forward to working with 
them more on legislation they all want. 

In addition to gay contributors, Eshoo believes 
she can count again on what she cites as “extraor¬ 
dinary support” from the National Organization 
for Women and Emily’s List, the feminist group 
that has proved to be an ace fundraiser for women 
candidates. 

On the state scene, she points out that Governor 
Wilson is doing little except blaming everyone 
and everything else for the problems facing 
California. “Whatever happened to leadership?” 
Eshoo lamented. 

Asked about what Kathleen Brown should to 
improve her election chances, Eshoo was emphat¬ 
ic: “She should let go! She should be expressing 
what is deep inside of her, what she believes in 
most. People are hungry for that. There is no such 
thing as leading from timidity.” 

In that spirit, and as a repeated statement of 
gratitude and encouragement, Eshoo shouted to 
her supporters, “We couldn’t have done it without 
you!” Clearly, she was directing that affirmation 
to her political future as well as to her past. ▼

By 
now the Hensons are comfort¬ 
able in front of a camera: their 
well-publicized battle with 
homophobic neighbors of their 
farm landed them on news pro¬ 
grams and magazine shows 
across the country and around 
the world. 

For those private people 
who aren’t so comfortable in 
front of an audience, and who 
simply want a private recording 
of their talk with Wanda and 
Brenda, two- to five-minute 
videotapes will be available for 
a small donation to cover 
expenses. Luci says, “Of course 


you can also do both - be a TV 
star and have your own video¬ 
tape of the event.” 

There will be speakers from 
community organizations and 
churches, both gay and non¬ 
gay, entertainment and - since a 
day at the capitol without 
opportunities to meet and greet 
state and local candidates 
would be like a day without 


sunshine - politicking. 

“This year is crucial,” 
Galindo noted. “It’s important 
that we make our presence both 
seen and heard at the state capi¬ 
tol on this day. It may take a lit¬ 
tle effort and it may be a bit 
inconvenient finding the time - 
but it will be fun and - to para¬ 
phrase a famous line - we’re 
worth it.” ▼

Wilson Vetoes the World

SACRAMENTO - In a 
series of vetoes last Friday, 
September 30, California 
Governor Pete Wilson managed 
to alienate a number of commu¬ 
nities of potential allies in order 
to pander to a group that despis¬ 
es him. 

Log Cabin Clubs of gay 
Republicans, outraged by 
Wilson’s veto of the Domestic 
Partners Bill, have refused to 
endorse him in the November 
election. They - like many 
Capitol staffers - were more 
offended by that veto’s accom¬ 
panying message, which pan¬ 
dered to the rabid right’s posture 
that acknowledging non-tradi- 
tional relationships would 
somehow diminish the meaning 
of “real” marriages, than by the 
veto itself. Very few had ever 
seriously believed Pete Wilson 
would have signed it, even in 
their most optimistic moments. 

Wilson’s veto of the gender 
pricing bill, which would have 
mandated equal pricing for men 
and women customers for ser¬ 
vices for like haircuts and dry- 
cleaning, may be more problem¬ 
atic for him than his treatment 
of gays and lesbians. Widely 
seen as a logical and fair bill, its 
veto is certain to be on the 
minds of thousands of 
California women as they enter 
voting booths. 

The medical marijuana bill, 
SB 1364, which would have 


reclassified the status of mari¬ 
juana under state law and 
allowed doctors and pharma¬ 
cists to prescribe it if medically 
appropriate for a patient, was 
also vetoed. Besides being an 
issue for people with AIDS - a 
group the governor has long 
ignored with impunity - more 
and more elderly cancer patients 
are clamoring for the relatively- 
cheap-to-free pain medication 
that they also hear is the most 
effective remedy for post¬ 
chemotherapy nausea. 

In his veto message of the 
medical marijuana bill it was as 
if Wilson had never heard of 
states challenging federal law. 
He wrote, “regardless of the 
provisions proposed by SB 
1364, if it were enacted, it 
would be preempted by the fed¬ 
eral controlled substances law. 
Federal law prohibits the use of 
marijuana for medical reasons. 
Further, if a physician or phar¬ 
macist prescribed or dispensed 
marijuana under SB 1364’s 
terms, he or she would be sub¬ 
ject to prosecution under federal 
law.” 

Wilson went on to say that 
THC, an active ingredient of 
marijuana, has medical use and 
is already prescribed and dis¬ 
pensed under federal and 
California law - in the expen¬ 
sive and, according to users, 
mostly ineffective capsules 
called Marinol - and then con¬ 
cluded that the legislation would 
serve no useful purpose and that 
it would only put physicians and 


Medical Marijuana 
Debate Lights Up on 
Both Sides of the Atlantic

As California voters waited 
to see whether Governor Pete 
Wilson would sign or veto SB 
1364 - drafted by Democratic 
Senator Milton Marks of San 
Francisco - decriminalizing the 
medicinal use of marijuana by 
prescription in California, 
cannabis was making headlines 
across the nation and abroad. 

Great Britain’s Liberal 
Democrats have become the 
first major political party in the 
United Kingdom to vote for the 
legalization of marijuana, even 
as American television has gone 
on a new disjointed rampage of 
misinformation spuriously con¬ 
necting pot with violence. 

That’s the word from the 
National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws 
(NORML). 

Reuters news service report¬ 
ed September 19 that the British 
Liberal Democrats cited the 
views of several senior British 
police officers who wanted to 
decriminalize cannabis, which 
they said was less harmful than 
alcohol or tobacco. BLD 
Delegate Alan Dean told the 
conference the decriminaliza¬ 
tion of pot in Amsterdam had 
resulted in a drop, rather than a 


rise, in cannabis use. “This 
move will sever the link 
between cannabis and other 
drugs,” Dean told the confer¬ 
ence. 

Here on the other side of the 
Atlantic, the Boston Globe has 
entered the fray with an editori¬ 
al pleading for the federal gov¬ 
ernment to allow medical access 
to marijuana. The Globe said in 
part: ‘The legalization of mari¬ 
juana for medicinal use is long 
overdue and would ease the suf¬ 
fering of thousands of people 
But the federal government, 
rooted in a ‘drug war’ mentality, 
refuses to help. 

“Thirty-five states, including 
Massachusetts, have passed 
laws allowing doctors to pre¬ 
scribe marijuana for treatment, 
but the legislation is meaning¬ 
less because of the stronger fed¬ 
eral law. Marijuana is still a 
‘Class 1’ drug on the books in 
Washington, meaning it can’t be 
used for treatment, and anybody 
caught trying to use it can go to 
jail. 

“The Clinton administration, 
haunted by the image of a 
President who did not inhale 
and U.S. Surgeon General 
Joycelyn Elders’s comments on 
legalizing drugs, is maintaining 
a hard line. Once again politics 
takes precedence over logic. 
And politics never did much for 
anybody in pain except make it 
worse.” 

A bit closer to home, a dis¬ 
abled man in Santa Cruz whose 
four pot plants were seized by

pharmacists in harm’s way for 
federal prosecution. 

However, the veto message 
on AB 2610, which would have 
allowed the State Department of 
Health Services to authorize a 
clean needle and syringe 
exchange pilot project in the 
City and County of San Fran¬ 
cisco, makes Wilson’s view¬ 
point crystal clear, while simul¬ 
taneously pointing up that he 
hasn’t read the facts. In his mes¬ 
sage, and in direct opposition to 
scientific research, Wilson said 
there is no clear evidence that in 
places where clean needle 
exchange programs have been 
operating that there has been 
any demonstrated reduction in 
HIV transmission. 


Further into the message 
Wilson wrote, “But there is an 
even more basic issue presented. 
The real question put by AB 
2610 is whether the hoped-for 
reduction in needle-transmitted 
HIV infection justifies sending a 
mixed message that will threat¬ 
en to undermine the credibility 
of all society’s other anti-drug 
efforts.” 

In case minority communi¬ 
ties were at risk of missing the 
message, Wilson then chose to 
put it another way: “In blunt 
terms, is it worth reducing the 
risk of infection to intravenous 
drug users at the potential for 
greater cost of undermining all 
other preventive anti-drug 
efforts?” Apparently the state of 
California will be answering 
that question “no,” at least for as 
long as Wilson occupies the 
governor’s mansion. 

“If we are going to demand 
that young people exercise per¬ 
sonal responsibility,” he contin¬ 
ued, sounding almost like a hell- 


fire preacher in his written state¬ 
ment, “if we say that they must 
suffer the consequences of their 
personal choices, what are they 
to think when in the next breath 
we give formal sanction to a 
project which facilitates drug 
use?” 

Needle exchange activists 
were stunned at what they 
termed Wilson’s callousness. 
“Who the hell wrote that veto 
message for him - Fred 
Phelps?” one asked. Another 
member of a needle exchange 
task force wondered, “How can 
you get to be a governor and be 
totally clueless?” 

Joanna Cassese, executive 
director of Sacramento’s 
Lambda Community Center and 
director of AIDS prevention 
projects, said, “Wilson sent us a 
lousy message - now we need to 
send him one. There are only a 
few days left to register to vote 
so we can send Pete ‘the big 
one’ - on election day in 
November.” T

Coalition, Citizens for 
Excellence in Education, and 
the Eagle Forum have head¬ 
quarters, as a main reason why 
censorship attempts were much 
more prevalent in the southern 
part of the state than in the 
north. Of the 43 reported cen¬ 
sorship attempts in California, 
Hessburg said that 15 were 
direct attacks by religious right 
organizations and that five more 
were considered indirect 
attacks because religious right 
rhetoric was used. 

But religious right groups 
have not only confined them¬ 
selves to the land of suntan oil 
and frozen yogurt. They have 
also made inroads into the 
northern part of the state - and 
even into the Bay Area. In 
Fremont, a school board mem¬ 
ber affiliated with the Eagle 
Forum stirred a still-unresolved 
debate when he objected to 
Secrets , an AIDS-awareness 
play that has been shown since 
1989 to high school students all 
over California. Other parents 
and citizens got involved in the 
debate; right-wing groups Life 
and Liberty and the Family 
Research Council lent support. 

The objectors said that 
Secrets did not stress absti¬ 
nence, did not encourage stu¬ 
dents to postpone sex until 


marriage, and did not present 
statistics on the spread of 
AIDS. They filed a formal 
complaint requesting the dis¬ 
trict to stop showing Secrets 
and suggested that the play be 
replaced with a program called 
Sex Respect , which stresses 
only abstinence. Sex Respect 
has already been found to vio¬ 
late Louisiana law because it 
teaches religious beliefs and 
contains medically inaccurate 
information; it may similarly 
violate California law. The 
review committee’s decision on 
Secrets is still pending. 

People for the American 
Way researchers have looked to 
the past, evaluated the present, 
and set their sights on the 
future. And they don’t like what 
they see regarding the growing 
censorship power of the reli¬ 
gious right in this country. As 
they said in the introduction to 
the 1993-1994 report, ‘To date, 
the generally accepted view has 
been that young people should 
be challenged intellectually in 
school, that they should be 
taught to think critically, to 
solve problems, and to use their 
judgment and imagination. 

“The philosophy advanced 
by many of the challengers 
whose handiwork is the sub¬ 
stance of this report conceives 
public education as something 
quite different - they see it as a 
vehicle for ensuring ideological 
conformity.” ▼ 


The Times, It Is Not A-Changin’ 

Report of Gay Wedding 
Killed In College Paper

PITTSBURGH - A newspa¬ 
per produced by the University 
of Pittsburgh’s department of 
university relations was pre¬ 
vented by a school official from 
publishing an article about the 
first wedding of two gay men at 
Heinz Memorial Chapel on the 
school campus. 

Leon Haley, the publisher 
who pulled the article, said 
Thursday, September 29, “It’s 
not the university’s policy to 
write stories about events at 
Heinz Chapel. These events are 
personal and private.” 

The article had been sched¬ 
uled for publication September 
15. 

Nancy Brown, the newspa¬ 
per’s editor, declined comment. 

Barbara Shore, a member of 
the University Times advisory 
committee and professor emeri¬ 
tus of social work said, “I 
understand that there was to be 
a short story about this event at 
Heinz Chapel and [Brown] was 
told not to publish it.” 

Shore said she is disturbed 
by what she called censorship. 

“What faculty person likes 
to see that sort of thing hap¬ 
pen?” Shore asked. “I’m very 
sorry that it’s happened. I don’t 
think that’s usually gone on 
with the Times .” 


In addition to being publish¬ 
er of the newspaper and vice 
chancellor for public and stu¬ 
dent affairs, Haley is a member 
of its advisory committee. 

“I don’t think the historic 
nature [of the wedding ceremo¬ 
ny] makes a difference, as far as 
I’m concerned,” Haley said. 
“We’re exercising judgment. 

“You know, obviously I do 
not believe in censorship. I do 
not believe this is censorship,” 
he said. 

About 120 guests attended 
the September 10 wedding of 
the two men dressed in black 
tails. The traditional wedding 
ceremony included a trumpeter, 
an oboist, and a soloist. 

Ken Hall, 31, one of the men 
married in the chapel, said he 
and his partner wanted the cere¬ 
mony to be private and did not 
seek publicity. Hall would not 
name his partner, saying the man 
wanted to preserve his privacy. 

“I’m aware that some things 
are published and some things 
are not,” Hall said. “Stories get 
killed all the time.” 

Hall said he and his part¬ 
ner of two years were married 
by a United Church of Christ 
minister. The men exchanged 
vows and gold rings, he said. 

“Everyone said that it was 
one of the nicest weddings they 
had ever been to,” Hall said. ▼

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Helms’s Gay Youth-Bashing Diffused

Moves to diffuse the anti-gay 
Helms/Hancock amendments attached to the 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act 
(ESEA) have so far been successful. The 
House-Senate conference debate was marked 
by long and minute arguing before compro¬ 
mise language was finally ironed out. 

The House adopted the ESEA conference 
report on Friday, September 30, by a vote of 
262 to 132. 

The measure now goes to the Senate, 
where Republican Senator Jesse Helms of 
North Carolina has threatened a filibuster in 
opposition to numerous provisions of the 
Act. Sixty votes and 48 hours are needed in 
order to close debate. Supporters are reason¬ 
ably confident they have the votes, but are 
less certain they will have the time as 
Congress rushes for adjournment. 

The Helms language would prohibit 
“encouraging or supporting homosexuality 
as a positive lifestyle alternative.” Many 


have interpreted that broad language to pre¬ 
clude a school counselor from even referring 
gay and lesbian youth to supportive social 
services programs. 

The issue is one of the more controversial 
in a complex, often highly charged bill. 
Discussion of the Helms provision was 
deferred until the end of the conference 
process, which had been going on for weeks. 

There was reportedly a major squabble 
among House GOP members over the 
“motion to instruct” (which sets priorities) 
on ESEA. It found moderate Steve 
Gunderson (R-WI), conservative leader 
Newt Gingrich (R-GA), and reactionary 
Dana Rohrabacher (R-CA) allied in opposi¬ 
tion to making the anti-gay amendments a 
priority. They wanted the motion to instruct 
to deal with prayer in schools. They lost. 

Compromise language was offered in the 
conference on September 22 by Joelene 
Unsoeld (D-WA) and Gunderson. It stated 
that schools cannot “directly promote or 
encourage sexual activity, whether homosex¬ 


ual or heterosexual.” “Directly” was 
removed the following day in an effort to 
placate conservatives and pick up a few 
more votes. 

“It is not gay specific, which is a victory. 
It is essentially meaningless,” said one 
Democrat, a senior staff member participat¬ 
ing in the conference. Committee rules pro¬ 
hibit him from speaking on the record. 

“Certainly under a Republican adminis¬ 
tration a lot of mischief could be made with 
this. But the most important thing to us is 
that we have in there that there is no private 
right of action under this provision. So the 
Christian Coalition can’t go suing school 
districts.” 

Debate on sexual issues never material¬ 
ized on the floor of the House. Republicans 
chose to make their stand on school prayer. 

The Senate seems an even more fertile 
ground for conflict due to its less restrictive 
rules on debate and the tenacity Helms has 
shown in gay bashing. That will play out this 
week. T

The fight by conservative 
Christian activists to keep the 
gay newspaper The Washington 
Blade out of Fairfax County, 
Virginia public libraries has 
oozed into other areas. 

The Library Board went back 
to school by voting 5-4 to con¬ 
sider a proposal to create an 
“adults only” section in their 22- 
branch system of holdings. The 
theocrats’ targets are books 
“promoting” numerous topics 
including violence, suicide, the 
occult, and homosexuality. 

Some of the titles being men¬ 
tioned are Dr. Ruth Talks to 
Kids, Dying with Dignity: 
Understanding Euthanasia, 
Terry McMillian’s popular 


novel Waiting to Exhale, most of 
the oeuvre of horror master 
Stephen King, and the ever-con- 
troversial children’s book. 
Daddy’s Roommate. 

Anti-gay activist Mary Jo 
Gounaud does not consider this 
censorship - because “people 
can still go in the bookstores, 
anywhere they want.” She 
defines the issue as whether the 
county should be spending tax¬ 
payers’ money buying “the type 
of books people don’t want.” 

But Gounaud’s problem 
seems to stem from the fact that 
people do very much want the 
types of books she objects to. 
She has volunteered to help the 
library board decide what to 
exclude from general circulation. 

‘This is the most aggressive 


and sweeping attack on public 
libraries that I’ve encountered,” 
said Marjorie Heins, director of 
the Arts Censorship Project at 


the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

The Washington Post editorial¬ 
ized against the proposal. “How 


do you define violence or the 
occult - and how do you tell when 
a book is ‘promoting’ or just 
explaining?” It blasted the propos¬ 
al as something that is “unman¬ 
ageable and would abridge the 
obligations of parents.” 

It is that very issue of unman¬ 
ageability, plus the obligation 
the county assumes when it 
“protects” readers - and the 
legal liability it assumes when it 
“fails” to do so, as it inevitably 
will - that seems likely to even¬ 
tually sink the proposal. 

But in the meantime, as the 
Post wrote, “Fairfax County is 
fast becoming the national home 
of library lunacy - where the all- 
consuming local issue seems to 
be how to keep books out of the 
hands of young people.” ▼

said Supervisor Carole Migden, 
herself an expected contender 
for Jordan’s job in 1995. 

“Rather than being a serious 
analysis of the state of the city, it 
was geared more towards politi¬ 
cal posturing,” Migden told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “It was 
florid and self-aggrandizing and 
failed to acknowledge any con¬ 
tributions made by others. 
Apparently good form and 
accountability were not his 
major interest. 

“I’m not going to say any¬ 
thing further,” Migden said. 

Jordan spokesman Noah 
Griffin said that the critical 
comments weren’t unexpected. 

“There is a definite schism 
between the executive and the 
legislative branches,” Griffin 
told the B.A.R. 

“Regardless of what was 
said, they weren’t in a mood to 
listen, but obviously the public 
was.” 

In the annual speech required 
by the City Charter at the begin¬ 
ning of every fiscal year, Jordan 
acknowledged that San 
Francisco has been through 
some “extremely difficult 
times,” including a “sluggish 
economy, decreased funding 
from the state, concerns about 
crime.” 

“I stand before you today to 
state that we are turning the tide 
of these negative forces. We are 
reclaiming our rightful place as 
the city that is the envy of the 
world,” Jordan said. 

Jordan said that crime 
remains the number one concern 
of most residents, but said that 
major crime has dropped 26 per¬ 
cent during his administration. 

Jordan cited a 21 percent 
drop in the homicide rate, a 23 
percent drop in reported rapes, a 
27 percent decrease in burglar¬ 
ies, and a ten percent drop in 
aggravated assault during the 
last year, and said that he had 
fulfilled a campaign promise 


directing the Police Department 
to implement full staffing of 
1,971 officers. 

“I’m glad his top priority is 
crime,” Supervisor Annemarie 
Conroy said. “Everywhere I go, 
it’s at the top of people’s lists. 
It’s good that he committed to 
bring the police department up 
to full staffing. That’s very 
important to all San 
Franciscans.” 

Supervisor Tom Hsieh said 
that Jordan’s campaign promise 
had nothing to do with the issue. 

“Let me remind him that the 
voters mandated full staffing 
through Proposition D,” Hsieh 
said. 

Jordan also said that MUNI 
services were improving, and 
called the beleaguered trans¬ 
portation system one of the 
city’s “most challenging issues 
that demands dramatic improve¬ 
ment.” 

Jordan forced the resignation 
of longtime. MUNI General 
Manager Johnny Stein earlier 
this year and replaced him with 
Phil Adams. He also swore in 
the first Transportation 
Commission, as ordered by vot¬ 
ers under Proposition M. 

The measure separated 
MUNI from the Public Utilities 
Commission. 

Jordan also said that “despite 
the threat to county hospitals up 
and down the state” he would 
not close San Francisco General 
Hospital. 

According to Supervisor 
Susan Leal, Jordan made “a 
good speech.” 

“I think some of his com¬ 
ments were right on target. A lot 
more things need to be done for 
the homeless. His comments 
about the public healthcare sys¬ 
tem were putting a bit of a spin 
on a department that has had its 
budget hit pretty hard. 

“Saying that he is going to 
keep San Francisco General 
Hospital open is one thing, but it 
has to be able to provide all the 
essential services,” Leal said. 

“My top priorities for the 
Health Department are to 
streamline operations and 
improve the delivery of health

services and to develop the 
means to compete successfully 
in the new environment of man¬ 
aged health care,” Jordan said. 

The mayor noted that an esti¬ 
mated more than 20,000 people 
have been diagnosed with AIDS 
in San Francisco since the begin¬ 
ning of the epidemic in 1981, and 
that more than 13,000 had died. 

Jordan said he supported the 
medical use of marijuana, had 
successfully lobbied for an 
increase in Ryan White Care 
Funds from $38 to $70 million 
for 1994, and declared a state of 
medical emergency every two 
weeks which allows needle 
exchange programs. 

Jordan said that the city had 
spent $73 million a year to pro¬ 
vide services for the homeless, 
and that the controversial 
Matrix program that targets 
homeless street people is “a sep¬ 
arate program” that is not a part 
of homeless social service pro¬ 
grams. 

“I don’t know what city 
Frank Jordan’s living in. It’s cer¬ 
tainly not San Francisco,” 
slammed President of the Board 
Angela Alioto. ‘The homeless 
are not being cared for. The 
streets are not that much clean¬ 
er, and MUNI is still a night¬ 
mare,” Alioto said. 

‘This is a mayor who could¬ 
n’t balance the city’s budget and 
left it to the Board Of 
Supervisors to restore essential 
services. It’s a joke for him to 
praise the city’s AIDS services 
which continue in spite of Frank 
Jordan,” Alioto said. 

Jordan also said that jobs and 
economic development were 
critical to the city’s future, and 
spoke of the revitalization of

Powell Street and Union Square 
and other major economic 
development programs under¬ 
way. 

“For all of our progress there 
are challenges that continue to 
exist. In short, we can clean up 
the town, but it will mean noth¬ 
ing if we don’t clean up our own 
fiscal house and the waste that 
continues to exist in govern¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Jordan estimated that $70 
million in labor costs were 
saved when a arbitration settle¬ 
ment with Local 790 of the 
Service Employees Union was 
reached earlier this year, and 
that an additional $30 million 
will be saved when voters 


approve Proposition F, which 
replaces automatic pay raises 
for city workers with negotiated 
raises in the future. 

“The city’s budget continues 
to face annual shortfalls. For the 
1994/95 budget, my office 
worked cooperatively with the

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The Coming Crisis Over Protease Drugs

The history of AIDS antivirals is a histo¬ 
ry of flops. The “nukes,” AZT, ddl, ddC, 
and d4T, hated for their toxicity and ques¬ 
tionable efficacy, are the best scientists have 
been able to do so far, 14 years into the pan¬ 
demic. 

The biggest problem is that HTV mutates 
to create strains that resist a single drug; the 
virus can become resistant to AZT in six 
months. However, HIV has difficulty resist¬ 
ing combinations of different types of 
drugs. 

Scientists hope to break their losing 
streak with a new type of AIDS drug, pro¬ 
tease inhibitors. These drugs stop viral 
reproduction by blocking the protease 
enzyme of HTV, while the “nukes” interfere 
with a different enzyme, reverse transcrip¬ 
tase. Combining protease with “nukes,” 
you might say, opens up a two-front war on 
HIV. 

The two-front strategy that succeeds in 
the test tube is also working in patients. Brie 
Salzman, a long-term AIDS survivor and 
member of New York ACT UP, enrolled in a 
trial of the Merck protease inhibitor, L 525, 
11 months ago. “I feel better than I have in 
four years,” he said recently. “My T-cells 
are over 150, when they had been under 40. 
Of all the drugs I’ve taken, this is the only 
one that has given me a distinct improve¬ 
ment in quality of life.” 

Bill Bahlmann, also of New York ACT 
UP, worries that protease drugs will not be 
available soon enough to help others like 
Salzman. “Although the benefits are there,” 
he says, “and they may well be more useful 
than what we have now, they may not be 
available through either expanded access or 
accelerated approval before 1996” 

There are nearly 20 protease drugs in 
development. Only those by Merck, 
Hoffmann-La Roche, and G. D. Searle are 
in clinical trials. While these three protease 
drugs appear similar in efficacy and low 
toxicity, each has different availability prob¬ 
lems. 

Merck, the world’s largest drug compa¬ 
ny, says L 525 is the most complex drug it’s 


ever manufactured. It’s also the most expen¬ 
sive. Because Merck has set up to manufac¬ 
ture only enough for its clinical trials, L 525 
will not be available on either expanded 
access or accelerated approval before mid- 
1996. Merck plans to scale up for larger 
production by then, but the drug’s cost will 
be high, perhaps exceeding AZT’s initial 
price of $10,000 per year. 

Roche’s protease inhibitor, Saquinavir, is 
the farthest along in clinical development. 
Trials with 3,000 enrollment worldwide 
have commenced. The Roche drug is also 
complex and costly to manufacture. Roche 
had planned a small expanded access, but 
Dr. Whaijen Soo, Director of AIDS 
Research at Roche, announced at the FDA 
Antivirals Committee meeting on 
September 12 that the batch failed to meet 
specifications. Roche may not be able to 
supply any protease drug outside its trials 
next year. 

Most activists have ignored Searle’s pro¬ 
tease drug. Yet, because it’s comparatively 
faster and cheaper to manufacture, it could 
get us out of our availability predicament. 
Dr. Martin Bryant, Director of AIDS 
Research at Searle, acknowledged the 
potential for manufacturing this drug quick¬ 
ly: “If FDA gave the green light, in a few 
months enough drug might be manufac¬ 
tured for thousands of patients.” While 
Merck had to build a special plant to make 
L 525, manufacture of the Searle drug could 
be farmed out to some generic drug makers. 
While the Merck and Roche drugs may cost 
up to $10,000 annually, the Searle could 
cost less than $3,500. 

However, Searle, a smaller company 
which lost $200 million last year, lacks 
financial resources for a long, costly 
expanded access program. “We’re making 
enough for our trials,” Bryant said. “The 
next phase will enroll 600 patients in 
December.” 

Searle may have data on T-cells and viral 
load in November. According to Bryant, 
among 101 patients in one trial for three 
months, none experienced toxicity, all vol¬ 
unteered to continue, and most had T-cell 
rises. An initial problem turned out to be 
minor: the drug is formulated in an alcohol 


base, and taking it was expected to be like 
taking three beers a day, but it turned out to 
equal only one tenth of a beer. 

Some patients complain, “It’s too bad 
Searle solved that problem!” 

Interest in protease drugs is soaring. 
Hotlines are flooded with calls, some of 
them despairing and tearful. A major 
AIDS organization has a list of 300 
patients desperate for protease. Rumors 
abound that an underground protease 
knockoff will be available in Europe by 
Christmas. Better data and more anecdotal 
accounts like Brie Salzman’s will further 
enflame demand. 

Demand will not be limited to those who 
fail the nukes. ACT UP San Francisco’s 
Michael Onslott says, “I refuse to poison 
myself with AZT; but if a drug is not toxic 
and shows efficacy, I want a chance to try it. 
A hundred thousand people with AIDS may 
need protease. FDA had better not stand in 
their way.” 

Protease drugs may soon create a crisis 
for FDA. The demand for protease expand¬ 
ed access will intensify; yet none of the 
companies are likely to provide. The case 
for true accelerated approval is strengthened 
by the protease drugs’ low toxicity. But to 
approve the Searle or Roche drug next year, 
FDA will need to exercise unprecedented 
flexibility. 

For Cindy Girard, the protease crisis is 
already here. A long-term survivor, Girard 
has been taking “nukes” since 1987. She 
has gone through all of them, does not qual¬ 
ify for protease clinical trials, is running out 
of T-cells and out of patience. “I don’t have 
any OI’s. If I can just get a protease, I can 
make it a while longer, maybe long enough 
for the next batch of drugs. 

“I’m doubly motivated,” she said. “Fail, 
and my seven-year-old daughter Jacqueline 
becomes an orphan. 

‘The FDA approved AZT on meager 
data, knowing only it was terribly toxic,” 
Girard complained. “Why stall on safe pro¬ 
tease drugs? If they raise T-cells and lower 
viral load, get them out. People will stop 
taking them if they don’t work. I can’t wait 
for proof of efficacy. My options have run 
out.” ▼ 
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‘Compassion Doesn’t Change Our Moral Position’ 

AIDS Education Denied 
At Catholic Hospitals

Should the Roman Catholic Church, which 
opposes the use of condoms to prevent the spread 
of HIV, continue to receive public funding for its 
hospitals which continue to follow restrictive 
church teachings? 

That is one of the important questions raised by 
Catholics for a Free Choice (CFFC) in a report 
entitled The Catholic Health Care System and 
National Health Care Reform: An Overview. 

The 44-page report was released late last 
month. 

Catholic bishops are restricting access to a 
range of health services - including complete 
AIDS prevention counseling - according to the 
new CFFC report. 

As the healthcare industry in the U. S. adapts to 
a changing market, with or without healthcare 
reform legislation, Catholic bishops are working to 
protect the ability of thousands of Catholic health¬ 
care facilities to participate competitively while 
continuing to follow restrictive church teachings, 
the report indicates. 

‘The bishops have much at stake in healthcare,” 
said CFFC President Frances Kissling. “Although 
public attention has focused on their opposition to 
abortion coverage in healthcare reform, their agen¬ 
da actually includes opposition to a wide range of 
health services. 

“Although the bishops are willing to treat 
patients with AIDS through the Catholic health¬ 
care system, they are unwilling to help prevent the 
spread of AIDS in a realistic way through that 
same system,” said Kissling. “And as Catholic 


healthcare facilities expand and merge with non- 
Catholic facilities, there is a danger that these 
restrictions may move with them.” 

For example, the bishops have actually obtained 
permission for exemptions from New York state 
guidelines on AIDS prevention counseling, despite 
the fact that these hospitals receive public funding 
and treat both Catholic and non-Catholic patients, 
the CFFC report says. 

All Catholic hospitals are prevented by church 
teaching from providing abortions, in vitro fertil¬ 
ization, the morning-after pill for rape victims, and 
contraception, including condoms to prevent the 
spread of HIV, a statement from Catholics for a 
Free Choice says. 

When Catholic and non-Catholic institutions 
merge - an increasing trend - the question of 
whether these services will continue to be denied 
has often become a sticking point. Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin recently issued guidelines for the 
Chicago archdiocese, closing the door on such 
mergers for Catholic hospitals under his direction. 

According to the Catholic hierarchy, “the only 
morally correct way to prevent AIDS is to avoid 
drugs, and practice fidelity within [heterosexual] 
marriage and abstinence outside it,” CFFC reports. 

Deacon Bill Mitchell, director of communica¬ 
tions for the Catholic Archdiocese of San 
Francisco, said the official church position remains 
that contraception for any reason is immoral. “Our 
compassion goes out, but that does not change our 
moral position,” he told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Catholic hospitals provide whatever medical 
help they can to people suffering with AIDS,

“Sex Is Like Flowing Water. If You Stop It, the Result Is a Calamity.” 

China Opens No-Holds-Barred Sex Display

BEIJING (UPI) - Giggling teenagers, 
curious singles, and parents with toddlers 
all flocked into communist China’s first 
no-holds-barred exhibition about the 
long-taboo topic of sex when it opened 
Wednesday, September 28. 

The unusual exhibition includes bill¬ 
boards that display graphic color pho¬ 
tographs of couples in different sexual 
positions, oral sex, masturbation, and 
embracing same-sex couples. 

The lack of criticism of homosexuali¬ 
ty, which is described in a brief, factual 
manner, contrasts sharply with the offi¬ 
cial position: China’s medical establish¬ 
ment officially views homosexuality as a 
disease, and gays can be jailed for their 
sexual orientation. 

Chinese of all ages have flocked to the 
exhibition that also includes nine rooms 
where specialists give private consulta¬ 
tions on any aspect of sexual behavior, 
morality, law, marriage, and prevention of 
sexually transmitted diseases such as 
AIDS. 

‘There is so much I didn’t know and 


was too embarrassed to ask before now,” 
said Li Xun, a secretary who left the exhi¬ 
bition laden with brochures on contracep¬ 
tion - and one on coping with premature 
ejaculation. 

Books, videos, medicines, sex devices, 
and contraceptives were all on sale the 
first day of the 50-day exhibition coordi¬ 
nated by nine government departments. 

“Sex is like flowing water,” said Qian 
Xinzhong, a former health minister and 
director of the exhibit. “If you stop it, the 
result is a calamity. Healthy sex enhances 
the quality of life.” 

Western love songs blared from loud¬ 
speakers to entertain the crowds that 
assembled outside prior to the ribbon-cut¬ 
ting ceremony opening the display to the 
public. 

Sex education in China has been long 
confined to the country’s one child fami¬ 
ly planning policy. The concept of physi¬ 
cal gratification has been generally 
ignored. 

“We must get rid of old sex concepts,” 
said Qian, offering a refreshing approach 
stressing “happiness and a beautiful life.” 

Sexual enjoyment for both partners is 


a repeated theme in the exhibition, with 
the text accompanying pictures stressing 
the importance of men and women 
achieving orgasms and advice on helping 
each other achieve maximum satisfaction. 

There are also suggestions on how to 
help a man sustain an erection and herbal 
medicines, creams, and potions claiming 
to forestall ejaculation, enhance breasts, 
and boost desire. 

Masturbation, which Chinese ortho¬ 
doxy long considered an evil detracting 
from good communism, is treated as nat¬ 
ural and in no way physically harmful. 
Photos depict male and female examples. 

‘This is really helpful,” said Ruan 
Wan, who said he grew up during the 
Cultural Revolution, an era so puritanical 
couples did not even dare hold hands in 
public. No one told him a thing about sex 
and there was no literature to help. 

China’s dizzying modernization drive 
has been accompanied by rampant prosti¬ 
tution and pornography. The government 
estimates there are a million prostitutes 
serving China’s newly-affluent business¬ 
men in bars and massage parlors through¬ 
out the country, and the incidence of sex¬ 


ually transmitted diseases has risen rapid¬ 
ly- 

Polls by public health workers in sev¬ 
eral cities, however, reflect a widespread 
lack of awareness about AIDS, with few 
knowing how to avoid infection. 

Official figures placed the number of 
people testing positive for the AIDS virus 
in China at 1,435, but experts say China’s 
rapid growth makes it vulnerable to an 
epidemic and predict about 213,000 will 
be infected with HIV by the year 2000. 

Qian said the exhibit will hopefully 
help adolescents “pass smoothly through 
puberty and enhance the ability of adults 
to boycott decadent life styles” amid the 
temptations of get-rich-quick China. 

The craving for sexual information 
become apparent last year when the gov¬ 
ernment-run Beijing Radio started a pro¬ 
gram called Life Hotline. While the show 
delved into numerous social issues, what 
people wanted to talk about most was sex. 

As eye-opening as the exhibition was 
for China, it failed to meet everyone’s 
expectations. 

“I’m disappointed,” said 43-year-old 
Wan Hui. “I already know all this stuff.” ▼

Benetton To Launch 
Designer Condoms in Japan 

The Italian clothing company Benetton plans to launch a 
line of red and green “designer condoms” on the Japanese 
market, the leisurewear firm announced September 28. 

Under the slogan “The smallest thing Benetton makes is a 
condom,” the company hopes the Japanese will snap up the 
packets of six to go on sale in supermarkets and chemists on 
November 11 at 500 yen ($5) a packet. 

Chairman of the Italian company’s largest Asian sub¬ 
sidiary Benetton Japan, Takashi Endo, said the idea for the 
designer range was sparked by thousands of inquiries from 
people wanting to know where they could buy the colorful 
condoms featured in a 1991 advertisement for the company. 

The Italian designer Giorgio Galli, who recently created 
the new Benetton watch, has turned his hand to designing the 
new-look red and green condoms. 

Benetton Japan did not say how much it had invested in the 
product line, but expected sales of 4 billion yen ($40 million) 
in the first year. 

Benetton - whose controversial and arresting advertising 
campaigns have included images of a dying AIDS patient and 
a photo of Ronald Reagan with apparent KS lesions on his 
face - said it would market the condoms worldwide if 
Japanese sales proved strong. 

The condoms are to be produced and distributed by the 
Japanese pharmaceutical company Okamato, which has a 53 
percent market share in the domestic sales. 

Japan is the world’s leading producer of condoms, manu¬ 
facturing 2.2 billion units a year, of which 500 million are 
sold on the domestic market.

India Says No to Sex Ed in Schools 

India’s Human Resource Ministry has vetoed plans to 
introduce sex education in India’s schools. After months of 
debate, the ministry announced this month that a school class¬ 
room was not the appropriate forum to teach human sexuali¬ 
ty- 

Opponents to sex education in schools say it’s a parent’s 
responsibility and not the government’s. 

As in the West, religious and conservative groups fear sex 
education will send the wrong message to young people and 
may promote promiscuity rather than abstinence. 

However, India’s effort to introduce sex education into 
schools was centered almost wholly on the effort to stem the 
spread of AIDS that has swept through the country. 
According to health officials, the number of HIV-positive 
cases in the country has increased by 60 percent since 1993.

■ i 11 politics is local poli¬ 
tics, but in the coming 
/ election, our local 
results will be scruti¬ 
nized nationwide. Despite a bad 
couple of years nationally in the 
polls, what with the backlash 
from Clinton’s gays-in-the-mili- 
tary fiasco, the queer communi¬ 
ty in The City has the chance for 
another “Lavender Sweep” this 
fall that could put a total of three 
lesbian or gay supervisors on 
the city Board. And if the single¬ 
payer health initiative. 
Proposition 186, passes, it might 
reverse Clinton’s equally 
abysmal failure to reform 
healthcare. 

Other closely watched battles 
will be the race for governor, in 
which Pete Wilson must defeat 
Democrat Kathleen Brown if 
he’s to get the Republican presi¬ 
dential nomination in 1996, and 
the expensive senatorial contest 
between Texas millionaire 
Huffington and conservative 
Democrat Feinstein. If Wilson 
and Huffington both win, it will 
be taken as demonstrating the 
demise of the “year of the 
woman” factor that boosted 
many female candidates in 1992. 
Huffmgton's victory would fur¬ 
ther suggest that any office in the 
country short of president can be 
bought outright by any dema¬ 
gogue with enough money. 

Queer support for DiFi 
remains lukewarm. A commer¬ 
cial showing her clutching the 
bleeding body of Harvey Milk 


only served to remind me that 
she launched her spectacular 
political career quite literally 
over the dead bodies of both 
Milk and the neighborhood- 
based movement he spearhead¬ 
ed. But even I may hold my nose 
and vote for her if Huffy, a car¬ 
petbagging millionaire, is the 
only alternative. Perhaps a few 
gay Republicans will go for 
him, but the rest of us are stuck 
with DiFi by default. 

The gay Republicans have 
already gone on record as sup¬ 
porting Wilson for governor 
despite his veto of the latest

domestic partners legislation; 
Chris Bowman’s comments, to 
the effect that Wilson would have 
to “publicly execute gays” in 
downtown Sacramento to forfeit 
their support, was a sickening if 
surprisingly honest acknowledg¬ 
ment of their moral bankruptcy. 
Queers on the street have been 
moved to comment that Bowman 
himself should volunteer for that 
role, to relieve his surviving 
comrades of the need to support 
“Sneaky Pete” Wilson. 

But clearly it makes no sense 
for the gay Republicans to piss 
off the man who might be the 
next president, so they swallow 
their pride (what they have of 
it), bite the bullet, and lick his 
butt. This is called “foresight” 
by some, “business as usual” by 
others, and “selling your com¬ 


munity down the river for per¬ 
sonal gain” by most. 

Lavender sweeping 

Supervisor Carole Migden is 
not only a shoo-in for re-election 
this fall, she also has a good 
chance to get the most votes and 
win the presidency of the board. 
This could help her in a bid for 
mayor next year. That, in turn, 
strikes me as rather a long shot - 
wouldn’t Migden and Alioto just 
split the liberal vote and allow 
Jordan to bumble through to vic¬ 
tory? - but it is the nature of 
politicians to aspire ever upward. 

Susan Leal is up for her first 
run at the board, having been 
appointed by Jordan last year. 
Her chances look good, as she is 
just enough of a lesbian to qual¬ 
ify for queer support, but not 
anywhere nearly enough of a 
“queer” to put off the conserva¬ 
tive business interests with 
whom she’s so cozy. Tom 
Ammiano's chances also look 
excellent. He's easily the most 
charismatic candidate in the 
race, has a good record as a 
member of the School Board, 
and can boast of a long record of 
service to both the gay and the 
general community. 

If all three win it will consti¬ 
tute an impressive “Lavender 
Sweep”; it would mean that 
queers took three out of five 
open slots this election and 
establish us as the largest plural¬ 
ity on the 11-member Board of 
Supervisors. This would demon¬ 
strate gay clout at the polls and 
somewhat offset the recent mis¬ 
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erable performance of gay rights 
bills across the country (and the 
corresponding success of anti¬ 
gay rights bills, whose imple¬ 
mentation has only been 
blocked by court action). 

A hardcore queer nationalist 
might prefer to vote only for the 
three openly gay or lesbian can¬ 
didates, although you are 
allowed 
to cast 
votes for 
up to 
five of 
the two 
dozen or 
so peo¬ 
ple run- 
n i n g . 
This 
effec¬ 
tive 1 y 
“bul¬ 
lets” 
your 
picks and gives your selections a 
little more weight. However, 
less single-minded queers may 
do well to support non-queer but 
gay-positive candidates as well. 
For example, it would be easy to 
argue that Supervisor Kevin 
Shelley has as good a record on 
gay rights as Leal and a lot more 
proven experience as a legisla¬ 
tor. Indeed, a Shelley victory, 
given his visible support for the 
gay community, would add lus¬ 
ter to a “Lavender Sweep,” par¬ 
ticularly if Annemarie Conroy, 
the first Republican candidate 
for the Board in decades and 
one of the few who makes no 
secret of her disregard for the 
queer community, loses. 

Island of sanity 

The most carefully watched 
bellwethers will be two 
statewide propositions, the sin¬ 
gle-payer healthcare initiative 
(186) and the anti-immigration 
bill (187). Prop. 186 would pro¬ 
vide universal coverage for all 
Californians, funded with the 
savings from the profits that cur¬ 
rently go to the health insurers 
(who pocket an “overhead” of 
about 25 percent, compared to 
the 4 percent which will be 
needed to run the single-payer 
system). 

For PWAs, and anybody else 
with concerns about serious ill¬ 
ness and/or job security, this is 
essentially a “no-brainer.” The 
passage of 186 is literally the 
only chance most HlVers will 
ever get for decent coverage. 
What's more, if we get single 
payer here in California, it will 
certainly spread to the rest of the 
country. This is what happened 
in Canada, where its implemen¬ 
tation in one province sparked 
an irrefutable demand for it 
across the nation. 

Even the healthy and 
wealthy, if they’re smart, will

involved in this highly challeng¬ 
ing political community.” 

In order to further itself politi¬ 
cally, she said, the gay communi¬ 
ty should “remain independent 
and proud. We should not soften 
our identities or assimilate but 
find ways to fortify each other so 
that each of us is equipped to deal 
with the many unpleasant conse¬ 
quences that occur from being 
lesbian or gay.” And, of course, 
gays need to vote: Migden has 
worked to empower minority 
groups - both lesbian and gay 
and communities of color - by 


support the bill for reasons of 
general public health. Our cur¬ 
rent system, which provides 
expensive high-tech care to a 
gilded few while relegating 
growing masses of destitute (or 
merely middle-class) people to 
the limbo of “Managed Care,” is 
inefficient as well as immoral. It 
creates large pools of untreated 
and uncovered citizens who 
then become reservoirs of ill¬ 
ness and infection. Single-payer 
systems like England’s and 
Canada's also provide important 
incentives for prevention ser¬ 
vices, which are typically short¬ 
changed in the U.S. 

Concerns for public health, 
as well as human decency, dic¬ 
tate voting against Prop. 187, 
the anti-immigration services 
bill. My friends in healthcare 
settings say that the mere threat 
of its passage is already imped¬ 
ing medical services, as undocu¬ 
mented residents avoid getting 
treatment for themselves and 
their children for fear of later 
being hunted down and deport¬ 
ed by the INS. 

Prop. 187 exemplifies an ugly 
trend in contemporary politics 
towards “hot-button” issues that 
trigger emotional and highly irra¬ 
tional responses in uninformed 
(and unintelligent) voters. The 
slew of “three strikes” bills local¬ 
ly, regionally and nationally are 
similar examples. Public hysteria 
over crime sparked an orgy of 
draconian laws that can’t possi¬ 
bly work, but are so popular that 
few legislators will challenge 
them. We can only hope that 
they’ll be tossed out as hopeless¬ 
ly unconstitutional when chal¬ 
lenged in court (as with the mili¬ 
tary ban on gays). 

The triumph of Prop. 187 
would herald the continuing 
dominance of lowest-common- 
denominator, greedy self-inter¬ 
est hysteria-mongering politics, 
which can only be bad news for 
queers in general. 

Prop. 186’s passage would 
resurrect healthcare as the most 
potent issue in the country; its 
failure would be the last nail in 
the coffin for health-care reform. 

I’m not optimistic. I think 
San Francisco will once again 
stand out as an isolated island of 
sanity in a sea of conservative 
confusion. Prop. 186 will proba¬ 
bly pass easily in The City but 
fail statewide. Conversely, Prop. 
187 will certainly fail by a sub¬ 
stantial margin here but proba¬ 
bly pass everywhere else. All 
three queers will probably 
“Lavender Sweep” their way 
into office on the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors, but I 
believe that Wilson will crush 
Brown with DiFi just barely 
edging out Huffington. How 
much can local victories offset 
regional defeats? ▼ 


increasing voter registration. 

Migden said with confidence, 
“I believe I am a serious, hard¬ 
working and fairly well-accom¬ 
plished supervisor.” She cites 
her work to balance the budget 
and to aid the homeless, and her

Mitchell said, and they will continue to do so. 

Despite the prohibition, 
83 percent of American 
Catholics believe that the 
U.S. bishops should 
approve of the use of con¬ 
doms to prevent the spread 
of AIDS, a 1992 poll 
showed. 

Kevin J. Calagari of San 
Francisco, past president 
of Dignity U.S.A., an orga¬ 
nization of gay and lesbian 
Catholics, said the 1992 
Gallup survey was co¬ 
sponsored by CFFC and 
Dignity/USA. 

In the case of New York 
state, when Cardinal John 
O’Con-nor’s Archdiocese 
tried to open nursing 
homes for AIDS patients in 
1991, it refused to comply 
with state guidelines that 
would have compelled it to 
provide AIDS prevention counseling. Because of the arch¬ 
diocese’s large share of the AIDS caseload, CFFC reports, the 
state “backed away from issuing the crucial well-defined 
requirements on AIDS prevention counseling for institutions 
it finances.” 

The report describes the size, scope, and nature of the 
Catholic healthcare system in the United States and explains 
how it feels the Catholic hierarchy’s healthcare agenda is 
detrimental to our national health. T

police told the Santa Cruz 
Sentinel he would file a lawsuit 
against state and local law 
enforcement officials asserting 
his medical need for the marijua¬ 
na. 

Scott Hager, a 33-year-old 
quadriplegic who uses a wheel¬ 
chair, said marijuana helps him 
control violent muscle spasms 
associated with his paralysis, 
caused by a swimming accident. 

District Attorney Art Danner 
said he probably would not press 
charges “if it’s proven that Hager 
needs the pot,” because “necessi¬ 
ty is a reasonable defense.” But 
Acting Santa Cruz Police Chief 
Steve Belcher said, “Last I heard, 
possession of marijuana was still 
totally against the law.” 

Perhaps one reason for the 
hard line stance, medical mari¬ 
juana advocates say, is because 
the media has flooded America 
with anti-pot propaganda of dubi¬ 
ous credibility. 

‘The Partnership for a Drug 
Free America,” which boasts that 
it has received over $1 billion in 
free air time and ad space from 
America’s media, and its new 
campaign about marijuana called 
“Statistics” particularly enrage 


pro-cannabis activists. 

The “Statistics” spots attempt 
to tie violence to cannabis use, 
albeit indirectly. One spot, for 
example, says 60 percent of rape 
victims are under age 18, follows 
with a warning that the 1990s are 
not the 1960s, and gives the 
enjoinder to “warn your kids.” 
PDFA doesn’t say what the con¬ 
nection is between the rape statis¬ 
tics and marijuana, and, after 
stonewalling, has flatly refused to 
discuss the matter with NORML.

Free America at (212) 922-1560 
to see if they can explain this to 
others. 

NORML has declared 
November 15 “National 

Medicinal Marijuana Day,” and 
says the event will launch a sus¬ 
tained campaign for medical 
access to cannabis under the ban¬ 
ner “Stop Arresting Sick People.” 

Meanwhile, Hager is not 
backing down one iota in Santa 
Cruz. He vowed to sue state and 
local officials to prevent them 
from taking away his - or anyone 
else’s - medical marijuana in the

In her forty-minute 
speech Alexander managed not 
to mention lesbian and gay 
artists, and avoided any refer¬ 
ence to the NEA’s previous con¬ 
troversies involving the funding 
of gay and lesbian arts. In a 
Q&A following the speech, di 
Maria asked what the NEA’s 
commitment to lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender artists 
was, and suggested that 
Alexander might want to 
improve on the NEA’s previous 
relationship with gay arts orga¬ 
nizations. Citing his experience 
as executive director at 
Frameline during the time when 
the NEA pulled funding from 
the Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival, di Maria recalled 
harassing visits and phone calls 
by NEA examiners and audits 
by the government’s General 
Accounting Office. Alex¬ 
ander’s obtuse reply was that 
she felt di Maria’s concerns 
were implied in her remarks 
and that the NEA does fund les¬ 
bian and gay artists. 
(Disappointing to say the least, 
coming from the former actress 
who portrayed a lesbian mother 
all the way back in 1978 in the 
made for TV movie A Question 
of Love).

British Director to Direct ‘Angels In America’ 

Great Expectations 


by Chad Jones 

he torrent of words that 
has poured forth on the 
subject of Angels In 
America makes it diffi¬ 
cult to discern hype from truth: 
gay playwright Tony Kushner has 
crafted an extraordinarily expan¬ 
sive work that illuminates the gay 
experience as much as it does the 
American experience. That the 
play, written in two parts - 
Millennium Approaches and 
Perestroika - approaches the eight 
hour mark, that its characters 
range from fictional to historical 
(Ethel Rosenberg, Roy Cohn) and 
that it has won every conceivable 
award from the 1993 Pulitzer to 
the 1992 and 1993 Best Play Tony 
Awards only serve to feed the 
hype machine and detract from 
the basic essence of the play. 

Commissioned by Oscar 
Eustis at the Eureka Theatre in 
1987, Angels has finally come 
back to San Francisco. The 
American Conservatory Theatre 
production of both Millennium 
and Perestroika opens later this 
month at the Marines Memorial 
Theatre. What was originally 
intended to be a 90-minute inter¬ 
missionless, one-set comedy for 
the Eureka has become the kind 
of epic theatrical experience that 
the AIDS epidemic demands. The 
challenge now, after successful 
productions in Los Angeles, 
London and New York, is to keep 
the play fresh and to expand its 
conceptual make-up. To this end, 
A.C.T. has hired British director 


Mark Wing-Davey to helm this 
massive project. Wing-Davey has 
spent the last four years directing 
plays throughout the U.S. - he 
was last in the Bay Area directing 
Caryl Churchill’s Mad Forest for 
Berkeley Rep. He has directed in 
England for the last 20 years, but 
his work there is primarily as an 
actor. American audiences may be 
familiar with his work as Edina’s 
accountant in the sitcom 
Absolutely Fabulous and in the 
BBC series Hitchhiker’s Guide to 
the Galaxy. 

Over a beer in the bar of the 
downtown Hilton, Wing-Davey 
discussed his vision for A.C.T.’s 
Angels in America. 

Chad Jones: You’ve faced 
numerous directorial challenges 
before. With Angels In America 
what new challenges do you face? 

Mark Wing-Davey: Angels is 
a combination of the epic and the 
fantastic. I don’t feel daunted by 
the subject. The challenge is the 
breadth of the play, but I think one 
of the reasons Tony [Kushner] 
wanted me to do this production is 
that he’d seen how I approached 
other work and thought my 
approach would be an interesting 
combination with his. My 
approach is based on textual detail 
as well as a combination of a visu¬ 
al and musical sense. At the 
moment I’m inundated with 
music and CDs ranging from the 
Cars to Estonian composers. I 
want to get the combination of 
grandeur and playful cheesiness. 


which exists in the play, espe 
daily Perestroika. 

Have you worked closely 
with Tony Kushner on this 
production? 

Tony’s been here for a 
while, and we’ve changed 
some things around a bit. 

The changes have been 
almost exclusively in 
Perestroika, which is a 
much more sprawling 
piece. The order of things 
has changed and some 
things have been cut 
here or there. Tony will 
be back at some point. 

He’ll cringe and sniff and pull 
faces. I’ll pay heed to some of his 
sniffing, some of it I will ignore. 
You have to earn the right to sniff. 
If he had been around for 11 
weeks...you get brownie points 
for being here for a day, two 
days... You only get so many 
sniffs per brownie point. 

You’ve seen the Broadway ver¬ 
sion of the play as well as the 
London version of Millennium. 
Does this exposure hamper you in 
crafting your own vision of the 
play? 

Not really because the nature 
of the production is determined 
by the circumstances under which 
you do it. We’re doing it at the 
Marines Memorial Theatre with a 
particular budget. That deter¬ 
mines all sorts of things like, for 
instance, flying the angel. There’s 



very 

little height in the 
theater, so we have to make deci¬ 
sions about the nature of the fly¬ 
ing, whether we’re going to do it - 
we are going to do it. But it will 
be visible. You’ll see the mecha¬ 
nisms. But you’ll see the mecha¬ 
nisms of virtually everything. It’s 
like . an Angels In America 
machine. It’ll also be messy, espe¬ 
cially in the sense of the AIDS 
metaphor. I’m going to get very 
arty and intellectual here. 

Does this play affect you per¬ 
sonally? 

Yes, it does. The whole strug¬ 
gle with the political debate about 
ideas and action - praxis - affects 
me. Tony writes from the left- 
wing perspective, but he’s very 
honest about it. In the play, Louis 
says there’s a problem for the left

in this country, 
and in other coun¬ 
tries, but more so 
here because there 
is no real sense of 
the left wing. I think 
it’s interesting the 
way the gay rights 
debate is a political 
ally to senses of politi¬ 
cal structure. There’s a 
real sense of a social 
and political need for 
gay rights. AIDS acts as 
a catalyst: it crystallizes 
the debate and crystal¬ 
lizes people’s action in 
terms of their morality and 
how they behave. I think 
the play captures that very 
well. I don’t want to senti¬ 
mentalize it, but it’s the life 
and death struggles, literally, that 
people have and what that pro¬ 
duces in them. That does touch 
me. 

Straight actors were cast as 
gay characters in this production. 
Why? 

I didn’t ask people when they 
auditioned what their sexual ori¬ 
entation was. I felt that was insult¬ 
ing. I would sometimes defer to 
Tony. I would say, “Look, is that 
believable?” Occasionally I 
would take his guidance. It was an 
issue in the sense that we had 
these discussions, Tony and I, 
about whether or not we should 
try to get a specific number of gay 
actors. He said absolutely not -

Bob Powers’ ‘Ode to Barry Manilow’ 

Manilow Fizz

e may write the songs 
that make the whole 
world sing, but those 
who aren’t singing are 
most likely retching. Barry 
Manilow, that scion of ’70s 
schmaltz, has seen better days 
career-wise. Destined to ride out 
the years playing to packed 
houses filled with weepy fans, 
Manilow could certainly use a 
career boost. 

Along comes gay 
actor/writer Bob Powers, whose 
first play. Ode to Barry 
Manilow, is set to premiere at 
the Solo Mio Festival on 
Saturday at the Climate Theatre. 
Powers’ play is a one-act saga 
about a repressed gay Barry 
Manilow freak who, while dog¬ 
ging Manilow on the concert 
circuit, finds true love with 
another Manilow-obsessed man. 

The sexually ambiguous 
Manilow - he’s been married in 
that standard show-biz “see- 
I’m-straight” sort of way - has 
never publicly come out, and 
Powers’ play treads lightly 
around this issue. “I have an 
opinion about Barry Manilow,” 
Powers says during a recent 
conversation in the living room 
of his Pacific Heights home. 
“My opinion is that I think he’s 
gay. I used to think all his songs 
were homoerotic, but I would 
never have thought too much 
about it except for the one song

that made me pay attention to 
Manilow. It was a song called 
‘All the Time’, and it spoke to 
me at a specific time in my life 
when I was coming to terms 
with my homosexuality. I was 
sure the song was about coming 
out.” 

Powers never outs Manilow, 
and the gay characters he por¬ 
trays in the play never discuss 
his sexuality, but this is fitting 
because these men never discuss 
sexuality, period. The nameless 
main character and the man he 
meets and eventually falls in 
love with sublimate all their sex¬ 
ual frustration and denial by 
becoming manic Manilow fans. 
They follow Barry all over the 
world, and after too many 
chance encounters, they eventu¬ 
ally have to break through their 
denial. “This piece of theater is 
about accepting yourself,” 
Powers explains. “I want the 
audience to come to terms with 
their feelings about Barry 
Manilow the way the characters 
come to terms with who they 
really are. It’s not important that 
people like Barry Manilow, but 
it is important that they be able 
to see themselves breaking 
through the predetermined 
thoughts and ideas they have.” 

Career change 

The world of theater is a new 
one for Powers, who found 
tremendous success in and is 
retired from his original career 
in business consulting. Powers 
describes himself as a worka¬ 
holic, a very successful one. At 
the height of his lucrative career, 
he and his lover of 14 years had 
an eight-bedroom home in the 
New Jersey countryside, a loft 
in Manhattan, the Pacific 
Heights apartment, a place in 
London and a villa in Spain. His 
jet-setting life soon caught up 
with him and, overnight, he 
stopped to reevaluate his priori¬ 
ties. Powers put work on a back 
burner and began focusing on 
his inner life. This led him to 
several featured roles in region¬ 
al musicals. After the break-up 
of his relationship. Powers 
found himself settled in San 
Francisco, writing books like 
With an Open Heart: America 
Bridges the Divide Between Gay 
and Straight and What Every 
Manager Needs to Know About 
Sexual Orientation in the 
Workplace. Stepping further 
away from the corporate world. 
Powers sought a more creative 


outlet and ended up producing 
Ode to Barry Manilow. 

Powers acknowledges the 
stigma of being a Barry 
Manilow fan. “Everybody’s got 
an opinion about Barry 
Manilow,” he says. “Most peo¬ 
ple hate him. Everyone thinks 
I’m this Manilow freak, but I’m 
not at all. Because of this show, 
people are telling me all their 
Barry Manilow stories. My 
trainer, it turns out, is a big fan, 
and this guy at a party asked me 
to go to a back room with him. I 
thought, hmmmm, okay, but the 
minute we’re alone he whips out 
his wallet and shows me that 
he’s a card-carrying member of 
the Barry Manilow fan club.” 

The most telling anecdote 
involves a trip Powers took to 
Tower Records to purchase 
some music for the show. 
“When I went up to pay, the 
clerk nudges the clerk next to 
him and says, ‘Look at this, 
they’re still putting security tags 
on Barry Manilow tapes!”’ 

What would Barry think? 

Ode to Barry Manilow was 
so successful in its workshop 
productions that it caught the 
attention of Solo Mio Festival 
organizers. But what would Mr. 
Manilow himself think of this 
very gay play in which he is the 
central figure? “I have some 
concerns about that,” Powers 
says. “But this show is very flat¬ 
tering to Barry. Here I am say¬ 
ing this pop music figure can 
help us find the meaning of life. 
That’s making a pretty big state¬ 
ment. His music is treated rever¬ 
ently, though the characters do 
talk about how his career has 
nose-dived.” 

If the show is a hit, Powers 
says he’d follow it all the way to 
Broadway, though he does not 
want to trade his workaholic 
corporate days for a workaholic 
life in show business. “I don’t 
want to be this successful actor 
who has to talk about Barry 
Manilow every day of his life. 
I’ve worked too hard to get 
some peace and tranquility in 
my life.” In the event of success. 
Powers is quick to add, “I don’t 
want to take credit for rejuvenat¬ 
ing Barry Manilow’s career.” ▼

Comedy Central’s Out There II Is A Success

t the end of Comedy Central’s new queer come¬ 
dy special, Out There II, host Amanda Bearse 
{Married With Children, and the only actress on 
TV who is openly gay), says of lesbians and 
gays, “We’re every race, every color, every creed. And 
tonight, we’ve made you laugh.” Surprisingly, she’s right. 
This is a damn good comedy show. And it’s set to broad¬ 
cast on the cable channel, Tuesday, October 11 at 9 p.m. 
(National Coming Out Day). 

Filmed at Caroline’s Comedy Club in New York during 
the Stonewall 25 celebration, the show is much improved 
over last year’s debut Out There special (shot in San 
Francisco). Where the first program was rough around the 
edges, Out There II is polished. Where the original set 
came off flat and dull, this year’s has new style and depth. 

Producers Trevor Hopkins and Juliet Blake also strike 
a fine balance between new and old talent on the queer 
comedy circuit. For instance, there’s the much beloved 
Kate Clinton, whose gracious wit sets the tone for the 
one-hour special; Frank Maya, New York performance 
artist-turned-comic; and San Francisco’s own Mark 
Davis, who viewers may recall appeared in the first Out 
There special. 

Besides Davis, the only other San Franciscan featured 
is Scott Silverman (who does a funny bit about his 
father’s second wife). Two names that might not sound 
familiar are Elvira Kurt and John McGivem, newcomers 
who round out the show with some pretty sharp material. 

Perhaps the biggest improvement made to the pro¬ 
gram is the producer’s decision to cut back the number of 
acts from last year’s five. Hopkins, who is one half of the 
show’s production team, readily admits it greatly 
improved the show. “We were able to give people a bit 
more time in their performances, which I think is much 
better,” he says. 

Another improvement was the choice of venue. In the 
first program, the comics often seemed dwarfed by the 
cavernous space of the Great American Music Hall, but 
in the new program, there is a more intimate feel to the 
show, which helps make transitions between comics and 


grate 
them 
within 
the body 
of the 
show, and 
we tried it, 
but it didn’t 
work,” he 
says. Hop¬ 
kins says the 
unused sket¬ 
ches will be 
used for a dif¬ 
ferent show 
that he and his 
partner are 
hoping to devel¬ 
op for the near 
future. 

Furthermore, 
Hopkins says he 
has already begun 
to discuss a third 
Out There special 
- with Comedy Cen¬ 
tral. Among the 
locales being considered are Miami, Provincetown, “or 
maybe somewhere in the Midwest,” he says hesitantly. 
And even though he believes there are enough gay per¬ 
formers to sustain a third comedy special, whether or not 
the franchise can continue after that is uncertain. “When 
we did the first one, we asked ourselves if there was enough 
for a second one, and indeed there was, and more. So it 
seems to be developing more and more each year. It seems 
to be growing in confidence,” he says. Still, he adds, only 
time - and talent - will tell if Out There is here to stay. T

audience smoother. ‘The Great American Music 
Hall is a live performance space, not used for 
recording TV programs,” says Hopkins. ‘The 
difference between the two shows is that 
Caroline’s is very used to doing television; it’s 
quite easy to set up technically.” 

In terms of the show’s content, Hopkins 
also acknowledges a slight shift toward the 
middle of the road. ‘The first one was bright 
and brash,” he says. “This one is probably a 
bit more constrained.” Of course, Bearse’s 
“We’ve made you laugh” pitch is an obvi¬ 
ous play for the show’s straight viewers, 
but that’s not the only audience the pro¬ 
gram targets - it also aims to reach those 
gay viewers who are still in the closet. 


Come out, come out 
wherever you are 

Throughout the program, there are 
filmed cameo appearances in which 
Hollywood stars like Cybill Shepherd 
urge viewers to “come out.” Whoopi Goldberg and 
Patrick Stewart voice their support of the gay communi¬ 
ty as well. And Bearse, who came out professionally a 
year ago, says coming out was the best decision she ever 
made. 

If she feared coming out at all, her decision to do so 
was made easier by being asked to take over as host of 
Out There II, a role filled last year by breakout comedian 
Lea Delaria. “Lea’s very in-your-face. And bold and 
energetic and funny,” says Hopkins. “Amanda is a gay 
television personality who is used to mainstream appeal, 
and has a sophistication and a way of getting a point 
across which is not quite as in-your-face as Lea.” 

But Hopkins is less concerned with the show’s polit¬ 
ical content than he is with the content that was left out 
of the program. One element the show doesn’t include 
are comedy sketches commissioned for both Out There 
specials, skits - a la Saturday Night Live - that Hopkins 
says dealt with coming out, gay life in the ’90s, and gay 
twists on TV programming. “We were going to inte¬

Mill Valley Fest

Preaching tolerance but hedging while you do it 
may be all the mainstream traffic will bear, but it 
can be tiresome for the already gay or hip. Still, it’s 
comforting to know that someone’s trying to edu¬ 
cate the masses, the aim of both Strawberry and 
Chocolate and The Sum of Us. 

These two features, which have garnered 
acclaim at various stops along the international fes¬ 
tival circuit, make their local debuts at this year’s 
Mill Valley Film Festival. But the real treat for gay, 
though not necessarily lesbian, viewers is the 
lower-profile Love and Human Remains, a tale that 
stoops neither to pander nor explain. 

Note: A scheduling conflict left me unable to 
attend the only preview screening of Heavenly 
Creatures, which a friend I trust (and so should 
you) describes as “a gem...with heavy lesbian over¬ 
tones.” It’s based on a true story that involved a 
now famous New Zealand mystery writer. Her 
intense friendship with a school-age chum leads 
the two to shut out the rest of the world. Tragedy 
strikes when one of the girls’ mothers decides the 
two must be separated. 

View from gay Havana 

In Strawberry and Chocolate, a Cuban- 
Mexican-Spanish co-production set in 1970s 
Havana and directed by Cuba’s Tomas Gutierrez 
Alea, a gay and a straight man develop a rapport 
despite divergent social and political outlooks. The 
cultured Diego (Jorge Perrugoria), a gay man who 
breaks more than sexual rules, attracts and repels 
David (Vladimir Cruz), who’s so devoted to the 
Communist Party that he’s been cut off from all 
parts of Cuba’s heritage his leaders deem 
unhealthy. 

A friend of David’s defines Diego a priori as an 
enemy of the Cuban revolution, as though his 
homosexuality precluded love of country. Alea’s 
often humorous film disagrees emphatically, light¬ 
ly but persistently questioning hypocritical precon¬ 
ceptions about sexuality in Cuba and explicitly 
expanding its critique to other areas of oppression. 

This intramural political discussion is 
Strawberry's most interesting aspect. As for its 
overall sensibility, the film is typical of most any 
country’s early gay features, though truth be told 
it’s only slightly more naive about homosexuality 
than Philadelphia - and far more savvy about pol¬ 
itics. 

Things start to unravel at Strawberry's close, 
especially when the borderline-too-fey Diego 
makes a preposterous declaration of his “need for 
a hug” from his straight friend. It may make dra¬ 
matic sense, but it’s a pitiful crumb for Alea to toss 
his protagonist. Here, and in a few other spots, 
Alea, having already stuck out his neck by making 
this film in the first place, plays far safer than he 
has to. Strawberry is nevertheless a landmark that, 
like Philadelphia, was a huge hit in its native land. 

Can comedy transform? 

Is a warm and cuddly comedy the quickest route 
to the hearts and minds of the reflexively homo- 


phobic? Alea seems to think so, and if he’s right, 
Aussie gays (except perhaps those in Tasmania) 
can, in the wake of Priscilla, Queen of the Desert, 
expect an additional dose of compassion courtesy 
of The Sum of Us. 

Sum is an adaptation of David Stevens’ play 
about a 24-year-old gay man named Jeff (Russell 
Crowe of Proof) and his ebullient, almost too- 
accepting father (Jack Thompson). The son’s a bit 
of a loner; his father’s main concern is that his off¬ 
spring find love. A handsome gardener who’s in 
the closet to his parents catches Jeff’s eye, but the 
man finds the loving father-son dynamic too unset¬ 
tling and bolts just as things are heating up. 

As directed by Kevin Dowling and Geoff 
Burton, this material works better on film than on 
stage (the New York production felt claustrophobic 
and slight). It may be that the acting of Thompson 
and Crowe is better or that the “opening up” of the 
play adds sufficient variety, but in any case the 
result is a more pleasing, if still innocuous, enter¬ 
tainment. 

The young and the jaded 

Love and Human Remains is the first English- 
language film of Canadian director Denys Arcand, 
whose previous work I’ve found stimulating (The 
Decline of the American Empire) and nauseating 
(Jesus of Montreal). Thomas Gibson, who played 
Beecham in Tales of the City, co-stars as David, the 
jaded, gay roommate of Candy, a young straight 
woman (Ruth Marshall) who reviews books for a 
living. 

A waiter because he finds it “more artistically 
satisfying” than his former career as a child TV 
star, David has just about had it with love. Candy, 
who pines ever so slightly for her roommate, with 
whom she had a brief relationship, is still looking 
for it - though clearly in all the wrong places. 

Early on. Candy declares she just wants a guy 
“who will hang around for my orgasm,” then won¬ 
ders if perhaps a lesbian might be the answer. 
Before the film ends, she’s experienced both - 
accompanied by not a little disaster, particularly on 
the lesbian front. 

Arcand, who weaves a serial murder plot into 
the action, presents his characters matter of factly, 
which means he doesn’t make any particular effort 
to make straights love or understand gays. Up 
against Strawberry and Sum, his approach seems 
beyond revolutionary, though it may require a 
stretch for gay as well as straight viewers: David’s 
often disagreeable, and it’s obvious from the start 
that lesbianism is but a phase for the uncertain 
Candy. 

It’s a tribute to Arcand’s droll narrative, which 
falters only when he tries to wrap up the murder 
plot, that no apologies are necessary. T

Bash Back, Baby

ashing back has been a 
recurring theme in les- 
bian/gay community¬ 
generated film the past 
few years, one that reaches a 
sardonic new apex in Nunzio's 
Second Cousin, one of a number 
of accomplished Mill Valley 
Film Festival short queer works. 

DeCerchio’s 18-minute film 
(part of the “Truth or Con¬ 
sequences” program. Sequoia I 
Theatre, Oct. 7, 5 p.m.) con¬ 
cerns a gay cop whose date is 
interrupted by a band of homo- 
phobic, teenagers. He neatly 
turns the tables on them, then 
treats Qne of the lads to an 
enlightening dinner cooked by 
his mom (Eileen Brennan in a 
short but snappy turn). 

Bashing one’s self 

Metaphorical and actual 
bashing of himself is one man’s 
harrowing response to abuse 
and homophobia in the Jane 
Wagner-Tom di Maria collabo¬ 
ration Tom's Flesh (with Love 
and Human Remains, Sequoia I, 
Oct. 15, 9:45 p.m.). Eating dis¬ 
orders and obsessive behavior 
are a few of Tom’s reactions to 
hatred directed 
at him by fami¬ 
ly and others; 
self-mutilation 
and surgery are 
among the 
routes he takes 
in search of a 
cure. 

The title of 
the Mill Valley 
feature The 
Sum of Us 
refers to a gay 
man’s father’s 
notion that off¬ 
spring are the 
sum of their 
parents’ physi¬ 
cal and spiritu¬ 
al attributes 
and that accep¬ 
tance is the 
only path. With 
a spare aesthet¬ 
ic that height¬ 
ens an already - 

disturbing voice-over narration, 
Tom’s Flesh looks at the flip 
side, the repercussions of famil¬ 
ial intolerance. 

Gays and their families 

Tom’s Flesh could easily 
have fit into the “Queer(ying) 
the Gay Family” program 
(Masonic Hall, Oct. 9, 7 p.m.), 
which regardless is a winner. Its 
headliner. Queer Son, is a docu¬ 
mentary made by Vickie 
Seitchik, the mother of a gay 
man. Though strictly a talking- 
head affair, it’s well-paced and 
features an engaging, multicul¬ 
tural group of parents and gays. 

The tape trots out the usual 
talk-show platitudes and obser¬ 
vations, such as asking why 
anyone would choose to be a 
member of a hated minority, but 
the parents’ (and in one case 
grandparent’s) tales of personal 
evolution are poignant, and 
issues such as how far to push 
assimilation are addressed with 
intelligence. 

A nice touch is having sever¬ 
al youngsters discuss why they 
wouldn’t want to be anything 
but gay - and adding the testi¬ 
mony of a Chinese father who 
states the same about his son 
(who’s curiously and conspicu¬ 
ously absent from the tape).

On the same bill and equally 
effective is Frankie and Jocie, a 
conversation between an 
African-American lesbian 
(videomaker Jocelyn Taylor) 
and her straight brother. He’s at 
once loving and bigoted; their 
exchanges illustrate how 
ingrained prejudice, in this case 
against lesbianism, distances 
family members even when they 
care for each other. 

Taylor playfully challenges 
her brother about some of his 
views, but there are limits to his 
comprehension of his sister’s 
lesbianism. The duo’s chat 
serves as a platform for a broad¬ 
er discussion, fueled by the tes¬ 
timony of five additional 
women, of the difficulties les¬ 
bians of color face in general 
and within their own communi¬ 
ties. 

Ode to the wayward 

The narrow-minded perspec¬ 
tives of their relatives is also a 
theme in Tomboy: Ode to a 
Wayward Child, which like 
Queer Son and Tom’s Flesh, 
played the most recent SF gay- 
film fest. Dawn Logsdon’s 
impressionistic piece combines 
the voice-overs of tomboys now 
grown up with 
old photos and 
“re-created” 
footage illus¬ 
trating their 
stories. 

More survey 
than deep 
analysis. 
Tomboy is nev¬ 
ertheless a 
smart little 
piece, and 
although for¬ 
mer and cur¬ 
rent tomboys 
will doubtless 
find solace 
viewing it, the 
real shame is 
that it probably 
won’t get 
wider play, to 
the parents, 
counselors and 
peers of girls 
with a more 
“masculine” bent. This one 
belongs in public and K-12 
libraries. 

Tomboy is part of the ‘That a 
Girl!” program (Masonic, Oct. 
8,7:30 p.m.), the focus of which 
is “the paths of women who 
dare to test the limits of accept¬ 
ed gender roles.” Also on that 
bill are the appealing I'll Ride 
That Horse! Montana Women 
Bronc Riders and Turning 16, di 
canny tape about a young 
woman fighting the exploitation 
of child labor in Bangkok. 

In sync with subject 

The real knockout in the 
MVFF’s gay collection is 
Travelling Light (Masonic, Oct. 

7, 7 p.m.), a look into the life 
and work Lindsay Kemp, a 
British performance artist. 
Kemp’s heavily theatrical 
pieces draw on high and low 
culture - Western and Kabuki 
opera, flamenco, music hall 
comedy, the cinema, et cetera. 

Theo Eshetu’s video is total¬ 
ly in sync with its subject, who’s 
an absolute imp, a man of infec¬ 
tious joie de vivre. Travelling 
Light is visually sophisticated, 
with layered and inventively 
juxtaposed imagery, but for all 
its virtuosity, it remains consis¬ 
tently accessible. ▼ 
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Eye Candy

Besides the fun of trekking 
around San Francisco and 
glimpsing the behind-the-scenes 
world of working artists, Open 
Studios provides art collectors 
first crack at some great work at 
reasonable, no-middleman 
prices. Painting, sculpture, 
drawing, photography, jewelry, 
video and all sorts of wearable 
art are included. 

This year, ArtSpan, Open 
Studios’ sponsoring organiza¬ 
tion, has added several features, 


including a store in the 
Embarcadero Center, guided 
tours and a performance art 
series at the SOMAR theatre. 
Each year more than 35,000 
people attend Open Studios, 
making it San Francisco’s 
largest visual arts event. 

As always, gay artists are 
well represented. Among them 
is Daniel Goldstein, a sculptor 
and “found artist” whose large, 
brightly lit studio will be open 
the weekend of October 15-16. 
Goldstein works with a variety 
of materials, like anodized alu¬ 
minum - the grid-like sheets of 
metal that one finds on the grill 
of a radiator or air conditioner. 
Using vibrant colors, Goldstein 
sprays the metal and then cuts 
and shapes it into graceful 
mobiles, abstract human shapes. 
In a series of “reliquaries” (a 
container for sacred relics), 
Goldste'in shapes his materials 
into tall towers that house interi¬ 
or pieces that gently twist and 
spin. The colors resonate and 
blend effectively; the effect is 
mesmerizing. 

But it’s Goldstein’s “found 
art” that should connect most 
strongly with gay audiences. 
Several years ago he asked the 
folks at The Muscle System if, 
the next time they refurbished 
their weight machines, he might 
have the discarded leather used 
to cover the workout benches. 
They obliged him and the result 
is a second series of reliquaries 
that is both simple and richly 
evocative in effect. Over the 
years as sweat-soaked weight 
lifters worked out, vague, eerie 
impressions were created on the 
leather. Torsos, legs, even heads 
appear on the incline benches, 
squat machines and leg exten¬ 
sion pads. Mounted on black 
velvet and encased in simple 
wood and Plexiglas frames, 
Goldstein’s found objects are 
transformed into strangely 
somber artifacts, ghost-like his¬ 
tories of gay men who have 
come and gone. 

Something for everybody 

The weekend of October 22- 
23, the Gay and Lesbian Artists’ 
Alliance will pool its resources 
and present an Open Studio 
exhibition at the Potrero Hill 
Neighborhood House. Among 
the ten artists in the show are 
Robert Morgan and Frank 
Pietronigro. 

Morgan, a soft-spoken, 
thoughtful painter, works in the 
cluttered dinette of his small

Broadway apartment, the walls 
of which are enlivened by the 
figurative acrylics he’s so com¬ 
mitted to painting. 

“I like outdoor settings, light 
and warmth,” he said during a 
recent visit. “I paint men in rela¬ 
tionship to each other and try to 
find subtleties in that kind of 
connection.” Working from pho¬ 
tographs that Morgan himself 
has taken, he captures men in 
San Francisco settings, the 
Presidio, Ocean Beach, etc. His 
work is colorful, deceptively 
simple and exudes an understat¬ 
ed homoerotic charm. 

In contrast, Frank 
Pietronigro’s art, while equally 
eye-catching, is anything but 
subtle. He paints with oils and 
acrylics and produces elaborate, 
time-consuming prints from 
etchings. He does his own litho¬ 
graphy. His subjects are all over 
the map, ranging from political 
statements to people in search of 
enlightenment to a simple leaf 
on a rock. 

Pietronigro describes his 
efforts as reflecting a “constant 
struggle between my analytic 
and artistic side.” In Kevin's 
Majesty, for example, he 
depicts a gay man holding a 
rainbow flag sitting in front of 
the Capitol building in 
Washington D.C. He means for 
the color-soaked, realistically 
rendered image to jolt homo- 
phobic viewers by juxtaposing 
an American symbol with a 
homosexual man. Our trip to 
D.C. for a political march 
becomes the establishment’s 
personal nightmare. 

On another massive canvas, 
Pietronigro, working in a less 
realistic style, has superimposed 
a cacophony of images: two les¬ 
bians kissing, the Grand Tetons, 
a bald eagle, the Statue of 
Liberty and two Russian sailors 
embracing. Another canvas 
shows Moe, of Three Stooges’ 
fame, Einstein, an atomic bomb, 
a jet fighter and five other, 
seemingly unrelated images. For 
receptive audiences his work 
can become a form of acrylic 
channel surfing. As Pietronigro 
puts it, “I’m not in charge of the 
work. I’m just mirroring ener¬ 
gy”

My friend Daniel who was 
with me had to hold my hand 
during the “Peace and Quiet” 
section, when I was suddenly 
overcome with emotion and 
couldn’t stop crying. Onstage 
three women had materialized 
and started to dance together 
like the three Graces, in a tender 
circle; then behind a gauze 
screen, three more appeared and 
mirrored them, and then two 
more rings of three - and then 
as a host of voices welled up 
from the pit, worlds upon 
worlds of people appeared 
walking like shades in Elysium, 
with slow, measured, timeless 
steps, gazing downward as if 
they were lost in thought. The 
dancers seemed to have dis¬ 
solved into the music: I felt like 
I was seeing a vision. 

The dance was L’Allegro, il 
Penseroso ed il Moderato; it 
was in fact the West Coast pre¬ 
miere of the most celebrated 
modern dance of the last ten 
years, the one with which 
Morris launched his three 
tumultuous years at the Brussels 
opera house, the Theatre de la 
Monnaie. Morris’ years there 
were covered in the East Coast 
press - The New Yorker, Vanity 
Fair, the big dailies - as if 
Brussels were an American city, 
for the critics had seen him as 
the great hope for the future of 
American dance and were not 
willing to let him go. So if you 
kept up with American dance at 
all, you were likely to know in 
detail what Morris was trying to 
accomplish in works like the 
one based on Purcell’s opera 
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Dido and Aeneas (in which he 
put the singers in the pit and the 
dancers onstage and himself 
played both the love-sick Queen 
and her diabolical nemesis), or 
his dance to Roland Barthes’ 
Mythologies. In the latter, he did 
a striptease that really shocked 
the Belgians. 

In Brussels, Morris had a 
full-scale orchestra and chorus, 
an 1,100-seat Baroque opera 
house whose large stage (bigger 
than Zellerbach’s) was the same 
size as the entire seating area 
for the audience, and permis¬ 
sion to double the number of 
dancers. He could make dances 
now that he’d only dreamed 
about, and the first was a full¬ 
evening piece set to Handel’s 
secular oratorio, VAllegro, il 
Penseroso ed il Moderato. This 
piece is so hard to stage it has 
only been done in half a dozen 
cities in the entire world; it 
requires a large stage able to 
handle the set (20-odd scrims 
that can veil and shroud the 
scenes and create the misty 
depths that moved me so). It 
also requires a full Baroque 
orchestra, a chorus, and first- 
rate soloists, which were 
thrillingly provided by the 
Philharmonia Baroque 

Orchestra (Nicholas McGegan, 
conductor) and the U. C. 
Chamber Chorus. The soloists 
were fine, both sopranos excel¬ 
lent, Juliana Gondek, the princi¬ 
pal, singing gloriously. All were 
greeted with tumultuous 
applause at the finale. 

Music-friendly 

choreography 

The ballet is wonderfully 
naive: Morris uses Handel’s 
great oratorio, based on youth¬ 
ful poems by the great John 
Milton that sketch the extrovert¬ 
ed and introverted aspects of 
being human. Morris also uses 
imagery from illustrations to the 
poems by the great William 
Blake. And Morris shows no 
post-modern self-consciousness 
- the masters are really good 
company, he feels at home with 
them. The dance is courteous to 
the music, the music is servant 
of the words. 

Like most people, but unlike 
most professional dancers, 
Morris got most of his dance 
experience dancing to songs. He 
started dancing as a kid, and 
took a lot of ballet; but from the 
first, his great love was 


Flamenco, and then came 
Balkan folk-dancing - dances 
with intricate rhythms, complex 
phrasing and fantastic emotions 
that belong to the common peo¬ 
ple and are primarily danced to 
songs. 

But L'Allegro is strange, 
because he decided to follow 
Handel and do elaborate “idea¬ 
painting.” The nearest thing to 
this is the way the Disney artists 
visualized the overtones of 
Robin Williams’ fantastic way 
of talking in Aladdin. 

So the audience sat there in 
amazement, as if their heads 
were exploding, with this con¬ 
stant stream of faritastic images 
welling up. If the soprano sang 
about a nightingale or a lark, 
you saw it: the lark tripping the 
light fantastic, with hooty becks 
and nods and sudden turns of 
the head; the nightingale mir¬ 
rored by another behind a scrim. 
If the poet imagined a hunt, you 
heard the horns and saw both 
the hounds sniffing around the 
“bushes” and the panting foxes, 
who escape with their lives in a 
scene that brought down the 
house. 

When L’Allegro calls Mirth 
and asks her to hurry up, Morris 
has three dancers skip in like 
fauns off a Greek vase, and pret¬ 
ty soon they’re rolling around 
on the floor like those toys you 
give a baby that bob back up 
when you tip them over. The 
image is outrageous, and some 
critics have found it an insult to 
classical music - but it’s right 
there in the poem, and even in 
Blake’s illustration, and it’s 
right there in Milton’s lines: 

Haste thee Nymph, and bring 
with thee 

Care and youthful Jollity, 

Sport that wrinkled Care 
derides 

And Laughter holding both 
his sides. 

Morris has found a world of 
secrets in the music and visual¬ 
ized them; what makes this 
work seamlessly visionary is 
the infinite subtlety of the small 
rhythmic steps which keep 
things moving. They must have 
fifty different ways of running. 
Their steps fit the music so 
idiomatically it seems like 
you’re looking at the world as it 
was in the beginning, when 
everything was all right, and 
nothing was out of step. T

we should get the best actors we 
can. My guess is that gay actors 
would say, “Hang on, I can play 
traditionally straight roles, 
Hamlet or whatever, why should¬ 
n’t I? My sexuality has nothing to 
do with it.” It only has something 
to do with it if the sexuality that 
you portray doesn’t work, does¬ 
n’t convince. That, essentially, is 
the criteria. 

You have said you don’t con¬ 
sider Angels an AIDS play... 

Only because that label is too 
confining. It certainly is a play in 
which the thread of AIDS is 
woven through, and where AIDS 
itself is a catalyst for the unravel¬ 
ing of relationships and the way 
by which we mark them. Tony 
acknowledges notions of the gay 
play, but doesn’t condone them. 
He’ll acknowledge popular reac¬ 
tions without being part of that 
reaction. I think it’s a really sub¬ 
tle and interesting way of dealing 
with AIDS. 


Angels is a play of really big, 
seductive ideas. I love plays that 
have that mix of the personal and 
the cosmic. Angels is intensely 
theatrical. I can’t quite see it as a 
movie [Robert Altman is direct¬ 
ing the film]. Nonetheless, it 
works very much within the the¬ 
ater; it comments on itself as it’s 
working* which I think is a love¬ 
ly device. I’m sure this play will 
anger members of the audience. 
The explicit sex will upset some 
people. The sound will upset 
people, sometimes because it’s 
loud, sometimes because it’s 
ironic. My intention is to stimu¬ 
late people and make their hair 
stand up and to question them¬ 
selves as they’re watching. I 
don’t think Angels in America 
will be as comfortable in San 
Francisco as it is in other produc¬ 
tions. T

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Buried Treasure at the Symphony

he San Francisco 
Symphony season is 
off and running and, 
big-time guest stars 
notwithstanding, the best sur¬ 
prises have been the least pro¬ 
moted. 

Cellist Yo-Yo Ma can pack 
Davies Hall several times over 
no matter what he plays. That he 
did so this year with a world 
premiere work is.a tribute to his 
artistry and charisma. 

Composer Richard Daniel- 
pour’s Cello Concerto, per¬ 
formed earlier this month, struck 
many critical listeners as a rather 
mundane pastiche of early and 
middle 20th-century music. At its 
best, the work sounded like 
Stravinsky’s “Rite of Spring,” at 
worst, like campy film music. If 
the audience seemed pleased, it 
was due to Ma’s impassioned 
advocacy of the piece and his 
dramatic stage presence. Looking 
pained, poised and enraptured, 
he imbued a likeable, but pre¬ 
dictable score with that indefin¬ 
able star quality that can almost 
make a silk purse from a sow’s 
ear. 

The real gem of the evening 
was the first San Francisco 
Symphony performance of 
Wilhelm Stenhammer’s charm¬ 
ing Serenade in F major for 
large orchestra. Opus 31. 
Herbert Blomstedt has a natural 
affinity for the Nordic sensibili¬ 
ties of his fellow Swedes and he 
endowed a glowing score with 
loving insight. The musicians 
used the work’s tuneful inven¬ 
tiveness to their best advantage. 

The results were wonderful, 
overshadowing Mr. Ma’s con¬ 
cert closer, Variations on a 
Rococo Theme, Opus 33 by 
Tchaikovsky. The audience 
roared its approval for the wor¬ 
thy performer, but my thoughts 
were turned to the disappointing 
rumor that financial worries had 
nixed plans to record the lovely 
Stenhammer Serenade. Penny¬ 
wise and pound foolish when 
one considers the enduring lega¬ 
cy of Blomstedt’s fruitful col¬ 


laboration with London/ Decca. 

Mikhail Pletnev 

Last week Russian pianist 
Mikhail Pletnev made his much 
anticipated (at least in critical 
circles) keyboard debut at 
Davies Hall with the Beethoven 
Piano Concerto No. 5, the 
Emperor. Surprisingly, there 
were more than a few unsold 
seats, which must have sent the 
marketing department into a 
collective tizzy. 

It is more likely that the rest of 
the concert program was to 
blame. Two Swiss writers of 
unflinching good taste, wit and 
remarkable passion who have 
nonetheless never become house¬ 
hold names in America, probably 
kept timid patrons away. 

Frank Martin’s Concerto for 
Seven Wind Instruments and 
Orchestra (Stravinsky, with a 
large dollop of Ravel) is a per¬ 
sonal favorite. I waited with 
bated breath for Blomstedt’s 
interpretation. No need to worry. 
Soloists Paul Renzi, William 
Bennett, David Breeden, 
Stephen Paulson, Robert Ward, 
Glenn Fischthal and Mark 
Lawrence covered themselves 
with glory and surprised the 
audience into a hearty ovation. 

All the more reason to won¬ 
der at Pletnev’s decision to 
debut with an unshowy piece 
like the Beethoven Emperor. 
Difficult, yes, and heard often 
enough to warrant some inter¬ 
pretive license. Yet what we 
heard was a technically precise, 
but unemotional first move¬ 
ment, an elegant, if cool, adagio 
and a romping rondo finale that 
charmed mostly because of its 
untidiness: surprisingly, there 
were wrong notes. Pletnev is an 
artistic giant, but his non-con¬ 
ducting outing at Davies was 
underwhelming. 

Composer Arthur Hon¬ 
egger’s powerful Symphonie 
Liturgique (No. 3) was a knock¬ 
out, however and even the 
unconvinced had to admit to the 
strangely compelling quality of 
the music. The work is both a 
cry in wartime and a hymn of 


supplication. Musically, the 
symphony parallels other 
Honegger scores in its early dis¬ 
sonance, uneasy tonalities and 
serene, radiant conclusion. 

Had the unpredictable 
acoustics of Davies Hall cooper¬ 
ated with Blomstedt and his 
musicians last week by provid¬ 
ing more ambient warmth and 
bloom, this would have been a 
perfect performance. As it was 
we must thank the maestro for 
bringing us such esoteric, yet 
non-threatening treasures. It not 
only expands the repertoire, but 
broadens our musical tastes. T
